BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The variety of issues and concerns facing the Board of Selectmen during 
1979 continued a long-term trend of expansion in both number and complexity. 
This report briefly describes a number of those issues, as well as the re- 
sponses and reactions of the Town thereto, where appropriate. 


Matters of law and litigation retained an uninterrupted and predominant 
position in the mix of subjects comprising the areas of concern of the Board. 
In addition to the continued but less strident viability of the Board of 
Appeals-Talis matter, the Selectmen also, upon the advice of Town Counsel 
Leonard Kopelman, voted to settle with several police officers their indivi- 
dual long-standing legal claims for overtime and vacation compensation not 
previously paid. A special town meeting in the Spring of 1979 voted to fund 
those settlements wholly with property tax receipts of the current year, rath- 
er than by means of the proceeds of a bond issue to be repaid by the Town over 
a period of several years, as recommended by several of the Town's fiscal and 
Financial Departments, with the result that the 1980 tax rate reflects the 
total sum of those settlement payments. 


The number of committees and boards appointed or reactivated by the Board 
grew in 1979, as the Public Works Relocation Site Committee began meeting again 
in response to the possible availability of Federal funds for that purpose, 
while the Industrial Development Financing Authority, the Local Landfill Com- 
mittee and the Cable Television Advisory Committee were formed, respectively, 
to advance the intent of the Town to expand its property tax base, to maximize 
the remaining useful life of the municipal landfill facility, and to seriously 
consider the franchising of cable television programming for the residents of 
the Town, as requested by a petition of Town residents. 


The operations of several Town Departments were relocated to different 
and, in most instances, permanent premises as the long-awaited renovation and 
conversion of the Center School building to use as the Town Hall was virtually 
completed, and then commemorated by ceremonies and related activities on 
November 11. The Recreation and Park Department offices were, following oc- 
cupancy of the Town Hall, relocated from rented quarters to the Town Office 
Building on West Central Street. 


In order to become more aware and to exert a more direct influence on the 
general conduct of municipal operations, and also to emphasize the advantages 
gained by the consolidated siting of most Town Departments in one location, the 
Board attempted, and generally succeeded, in its aim to establish and maintain 
a periodic and informed overview of municipal governmental activities through 
the institution of monthly reporting by those Departments. 


The Board also structured more formally the manner in which committee 
vacancies and the expiring terms of office holders seeking reappointment were 
filled, as each incumbent in office, as well as each new candidate, was re- 
quired to meet with the Board to review his continued interest and past efforts 
in office. 


Subcommittees composed of one or more members of the Board conducted, for 


a second year, comprehensive reviews of the budget requests of each Town De- 
partment headed by an officer or committee appointed by the Board. The value 
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of these reviews was enhanced not only by the cooperation of the Finance Com- 
mittee, but also by the current ''tax cap'' restrictions and the generally dete- 
riorating national economic and international political condition. 


Following several years of fitful efforts and resort by all parties to 
outside mediation and fault-finding agencies and procedures, the Board was 
finally able to gain, in 1979, collective bargaining agreements between the 
Town and virtually all of the unions and associations of Town employees. Ina 
policy designed to contain future legal costs associated with labor relations 
and collective bargaining, the Board created a subcommittee of Town officers 
who are acquainted with municipal personnel and financial considerations to 
actually conduct collective bargaining on behalf of the Town in place of the 
Town's labor relations consultant, whose services will continue to be retained 
for strictly technical and/or interpretation-of-law assignments, as well as to 
represent the Town in grievance-arbitration disputes and proceedings before 
State labor relations agencies. 


In March of 1979, Leonard Kopelman resigned from the position of Town 
Counsel for health and personal reasons, and following the interim assumption 
of the duties of that position by Thomas McCusker of Westwood, the Board ap- 
pointed Thomas C. O'Keefe, III to the position in July. James Freeman was 
reappointed to the position of Planning Director for a three-year term of 
office, and James Kirwin was continued in the position of Systems Manager. 


The interest in and efforts of the Town over several years toward the 
goal of implementing automated data processing began to be realized in 1979, as 
the Town's payroll and water and sewer billing procedures were converted to 
this mode. It is the expectation of the Board that the automation of these and 
other procedures planned for the near future will immeasurably enhance the ca- 
pabilities of the Town and its officials to address a great number of present 
and future issues in new and innovative ways based upon the information which 
automated data processing will provide that is not presently available. 


In conclusion, the Board hereby commends those individuals who offered 
and contributed their efforts and talents on behalf of the Town of Natick.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee is pleased to report on the scope of its 
activities for the calendar year 1979. The Committee met on thirty separate 
occasions to provide direction for the school system. In addition, the vari- 
ous subcommittees of the School Committee met to address a variety of issues. 
These meetings constituted hundreds of hours of volunteer effort given to en- 
hance the educational program for all of our citizens. The School Committee 
directed its attention to the curriculum, the staffing of the schools, the 
collective bargaining process, long-range planning, and the fiscal requirements 
necessary to operate the system. 
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The Committee successfully concluded rounds of negotiations with the 


custodial and maintenance unit and the food-service unit. In the first in- 
stance, the Committee negotiated a three-year contract with a salary settle- 
ment of 5.5% for each of the three years. In the second instance, the Com- 


mittee negotiated a two-year contract also with a 5.5% salary increase for 
each of the two years. 


Negotiations with the secretaries' unit continued throughout the year, 
while a new round of negotiations commenced with the nurses' unit. In addition, 
the Massachusetts Labor Relations Board recognized the teacher aides as a 
separate bargaining unit. Talks with that group commenced late in the year. 


The budget for FY80 is $12,941,181. a 3% increase over the FY79 budget. 
To achieve this goal, the Committee eliminated one administrative position, 
nineteen teaching positions, and two custodial positions. In addition, ex- 
penditures for the operation of the schools were, for the most part, reduced. 
The Committee had available $116,000 in State and Federal funds to reduce even 
further the appropriation request. 


The Natick Public Schools did not escape the impact of escalating energy 
costs. In spite of conservation measures that the Committee took, the cost 
of heating and lighting our fifteen buildings continued to rise. The Committee 
contracted to have a technical audit of the high school accomplished that it 
might take effective action to conserve more fuel in our largest building. 


The joint efforts of the Board of Selectmen and the School Committee 
resulted in the housing of the majority of our municipal functions in the 
Center School. The conversion of the 1914-vintage high school building into 
Natick's Town Hall is a response to a long-standing need. The process the two 
bodies employed is a tribute to their ability to cooperate in the best inter- 
ests of the community. The two bodies sponsored an impressive dedication 
ceremony in November which witnessed a large attendance by officials and 
townspeople. 


The Committee's exercise of fiscal responsibility did not result in any 
diminution of a sound educational program. This is best exemplified in the 
staffing patterns allowed for the schools and programs. In addition, the 
Committee's decision to continue its participation in collaborative programs 
such as TEC, Project Local and Project Accept served to produce considerable 
savings through cooperative purchasing and joint-sponsorship of educational 
programs. 


Following the report and recommendations of the Four-Year High School 
Task Force, the Committee voted to move to a four-year organizational pattern 
at the high school in September 1982. Subsequently, the Committee voted to 
organize a K-8 Task Force and assigned it the responsibility for studying 
several options. A one hundred twenty-five member task force is presently 
examining the ramifications of different grade organizations. The task force 
is slated to report its findings and recommendations to the School Committee 
in June 1980. 


In its efforts to seek additional funds for educational programs, the 
Committee submitted proposals for and was granted funds to institute a pilot 
project in nutrition education, a consumer home economics resource center, a 
coordinated graphic arts program at the high school, an interdepartmental 
visual communications project for the high school, and an occupational informa- 
tion program. In addition, the system received a $70,000 grant from the 
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Commonwealth's Division of Manpower Training for our vocational awareness 
project to serve children in grades 9 through 12. 


The State Department of Education completed a Compliance Review Audit of 
the system's special needs programs. The system received many accolades on 
the quality of the programs and the efforts of school personnel. The report 
stated that the system has an ''overall highly effective organizational struc- 
ture utilizing staff participation, input and involvement for the development 
and delivery of programs and services to special needs students". 


The Committee approved revisions in the instruments used to evaluate the 
members of the professional staff. The Committee oversaw the refinement of 
the original instrument to permit its use with the secondary school staff 
and the several departments of the pupil personnel services division. 


In closing, the Committee wishes to thank the community for its support. 
Other municipal boards and officials have also given generously of their sup- 
port and advice. We are particularly grateful to the employees of the school 
system whose day-to-day efforts address the education of Natick's children 
and youth. Our future success depends upon a continuation of such broad-based 
participation.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We are pleased to report on the educational activities of the Natick 
Public Schools for the calendar year 1979. With the guidance of the School 
Committee, the professional staff worked to provide quality educational op- 
portunities for the children and youth of the community. 


The pupil population of the system continued to decline. From a peak 
enrollment of 8700 in 1970, the school population has declined to 6060 in 
1979. The School Committee has acted to continue its reduction in the staff. 
Twenty positions were eliminated in June. The Committee voted in December to 
reduce an additional seventeen positions at the close of the current school 
year. The Committee made these reductions after a careful analysis of the 
staffing patterns it desired to maintain in the schools. 


The Office of Curriculum and Instruction has provided leadership to the 
principals, department heads and supervisors in their efforts to improve the 
curriculum. The secondary schools continued their comprehensive review and 
revision of the English, social studies, mathematics and science programs. 

This activity increased in importance in light of the Committee's vote to 

move to a four-year high school organization in 1982. It became necessary to 
examine the impact, from a curriculum standpoint, of the movement of grade nine 
to the senior high school on both the high school course offerings and the 
course of study for seventh and eighth grade students. 
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The high school principal has spearheaded this effort, a logical carry- 
over from his responsibilities as chairperson of the Four-Year High School 
Task Force. Working with department heads, junior high school representatives 
and faculty, he has directed the efforts of several subcommittees which are 
examining school philosophy, the program of studies, and graduation require- 
ments. 


Elementary principals and representative teachers have developed an 
elementary grades curriculum outline for language arts, mathematics, science 
and social studies. It was prepared primarily for parent use. It is designed 
to provide an overview of the skills that are taught throughout the elementary 
grades. 


Under the direction of the Office of Curriculum and Instruction, a system- 
wide committee began to respond to the state-mandated basic skills improvement 
program. The goal of this committee's efforts is to assist students in the 
achievement of minimum competencies in the basic skills of reading, writing, 
and mathematics. It will be necessary for the system to provide remedial 
programs for those pupils whose scores on the basic skills achievement test 
fall below a School Committee-approved level. 


To capitalize on several of our ''natural resources'', teachers and adminis- 
trators have worked with the Community Farm Project, the Audubon Sanctuary and 
our Town Forest management to utilize these outdoor classrooms for environmen- 
tal education. Several hundred elementary pupils have experienced the wood- 
land/wetland environment, wildlife management, and farm life. 


The system initiated a pilot program for academically and creatively 
talented elementary students. The program serves twelve students in grades 
four through six from the Brown-Cole-West area. The students participate in 
a ''pull-out'' component for one full day per week. Currently, the staff is 
planning for the expansion of the program to all the elementary schools in 
September 1980. 


The School Committee has vigorously supported the Administration's efforts 
to acquire supplementary funds from state and federal sources. A federally- 
funded program entitled ''l Am What | Eat'' commenced at the Bennett-Hemenway 
and Wilson schools. The program is designed to acquaint students, teachers, 
parents and food-service personnel with improved nutritional habits. The 
active support of the Leonard Morse Hospital and U.S. Army Natick Research & 
Development Command was instrumental in our receiving the grant award. 


The school system and parent representatives from the elementary school 
have sponsored several performing arts opportunities during the year. These 
programs have featured storytellers, actors and musicians. The Creative Arts 
Council is deserving of praise for its support of cultural opportunities for 
our elementary students. 


The system's staff development program has matured over the last three 
years. The Staff Development Council has provided a variety of programs for 
staff development days and after-school sessions as well as out-of-district 
opportunities. We have witnessed a more positive attitude toward the programs 
as a result of the Council's effort to make the programs relevant to teacher 
needs and interest. 


The Quinobin Vocational School's program enrolled approximately 140 Natick 
High School students on a part-time basis. The vocational school provided 
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program offerings in 11 different skill areas. The administration of the voca- 
tional school meets regularly with its Natick counterparts to improve the 
unique opportunity this collaboration provides. 


The Pupil Personnel Services Division is responsible for special educa- 
tion, guidance, psychological and health services. This division serves 
children from pre-school through age twenty-one. 


The Special Education Department provided a broad spectrum of services 
ranging from evaluations through out-of-district placements for approximately 
1,100 pupils. The receipt of additional federal funds has allowed the system 
to respond to unmet needs without recourse to increased local appropriations. 
The Department of Education assessed the system's compliance with Chapter 766 
and P.L. 94-142. They commended the system on its evaluation procedures, the 
quality of programs, and the staff morale. 


The Guidance Department conducted a series of parent-education programs 
at the elementary school level. The high school counselors implemented the 
'Guidelines'' program which provided group programs for students in self-as- 
sessment and decision making. Utilizing federal funds, the department made 
the occupational information system available to the junior high school 
students. 


The school nurses are increasingly active in the kindergarten screening 
program and in the development of educational plans for handicapped children. 
Their assistance has guaranteed a comprehensive response to the myriad of 
needs that many of our students have. 


Energy management continued to be a high priority. A vigorous program 
of relamping, burner replacement and heating system maintenance began to show 
results. In spite of these conservation measures, the escalating cost of 
energy in every form have outstripped our efforts. As the year closed, con- 
sulting engineers were preparing detailed technical assistance reports that 
will permit further conservation at the high school. 


The following highlights are also worthy of note: 


1. The various out-reach programs provided by our school 
psychologists and social workers. 

2. The enthusiastic response of our school custodians to 
energy-management programs. 

3. The increased enrollment in foreign language classes 
at the high school level. 

4. The institution of an Industry/School Council as a component of 
our Vocational Awareness Program. 

5. The adoption of a Chapter 622 Implementation Plan for the 
system. 

6. The improvement in Scholastic Aptitude Test scores. 


We thank the Natick School Committee and the community for their sacri- 
fices in time and money to support this school system. We pledge to continue 
our efforts to provide Natick's children with a quality educational program.

The Quinobin Regional Vocational-Technical School District opened its 
facilities for the second year of operation on September 5, 1979, and as of 
the October 1 census, enrollment stood at 370, the majority of students being 
sophomores and juniors. 


The Quinobin Regional School Committee has made a rather intensive and 
extensive study of population trends in preparation for new programs and ex- 
pansion of facilities. Results of the studies indicate that the District 
should be capable of accommodating approximately 650-700 students in the near 
future, making possible further adjustments for the period of time from 1990 
to 2000. The committee has also identified the following additional areas for 
training which are projected to have good to excellent employment possibili- 
ties: Machine Tool Technology, Industrial Maintenance, Graphics, Metal 
Fabrication, and Health Trades. 


Program Advisory Committee chairmen met with the regional school com- 
mittee and stressed the need for investigating alternative forms of scheduling 
which would allow the students more continuity of time in vocational areas. A 


sub-committee to study this has been formed and will be making recommendations 
on the matter. 


We would like to express our gratitude to our area legislators, Edward L. 
Burke and Louis R. Nickinello of Natick, for their continuing efforts on be- 


half of the District in its legislative endeavors.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1979. 


Charles W. Emanuelli's re-election to the Board continues the continuity 
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of the Board as he rejoins Nicholas Arthur and John D. Sowles. 


Nicholas Arthur was elected Chairman and John D. Sowles elected Clerk at 
the organizational meeting held in March. Since that meeting the Board held 
regular Monday Night meetings during the year and in addition held special 
meetings as the needs required. 


One of the major factors in the tax rate increase this year was a court 
judgment in favor of the police. The Town budgets increased as a result of 
the continuing upward inflationary spiral. Other items over which the Town 
has no control increased in monetary requirements such as County budgetary 
amounts and increased costs for State mandated programs. Also included in 
this year's appropriations was an amount required by the State to implement a 
full revaluation of all real and personal property within the Town. 


We continue our activity in the County and State Assessors Associations 
to keep abreast of the many requirements and changing laws affecting the 
assessment field. There are many new laws proposed each year that are im- 
portant to this office. We continue to be in contact with our local repre- 
sentatives in the State House to assure the best interests of the Town are 
promoted pertaining to taxation matters. 


To our office force, the assistance of other Town departments and to 
the taxpayers who supported us in our efforts to provide equitable assess- 
ments throughout Natick, we express our sincere thanks.

DIRECTOR OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans Services and Benefits for 
the year ending December 31, 1979. 


Veterans' Benefits - This year, we gave financial assistance to 679 peo- 
ple. Each case is thoroughly investigated and a report submitted to the State 
Office each month so that the Town of Natick will be reimbursed 50%. 


This office works with Social Security, CETA, and Massachusetts Employ- 
ment Security Office, in helping and advising recipients how to apply for 
these benefits. This is a savings to the Natick taxpayer as when the benefit 
is received, the veterans aid can stop. 


Three assignment cases were discharged this year in the amount of 
$3,535.78, and turned over to the Town Treasurer. When a recipient is to 
receive a large amount of money and we are aiding until it is received, then 
an assignment is taken and the Town is reimbursed when they receive same. 


Veterans! Services - This year, 4,881 contacts were made through tele- 
phone and walk-ins. 


Effective 10/1/79, the V.A. increased the service-connected compensation 
rates as follows: 10%, $48.00; 20%, $88.00%.302. 65133 .00 s407-651G2.003 
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30%, $255.00; 60%, $321.00; 70%, $380.00; 80%, $440.00; 90%, $495.00; 100%, 
$889.00. 


Many veterans, widows, dependent parents, widowers, have been helped with 
filing their income card that had to be returned to V.A. by 1/1/80 so their 
pension wouldn't be terminated. A reminder is also placed in the newspaper 
each year to alert pensioners. 


We are still verifying names for the Vietnam Honor Roll. This office 
would like all veterans who entered the service with "Natick as home of re- 
cord at time of entry'' during the period 8/5/64 to 5/7/75 to please call the 
office to make sure their name is on this honor roll. 


While working on the Vietnam Honor Roll, we have discovered many 
veterans who never filed for their State Bonus. We have alerted them and 
have filed for them. For those who think they might be eligible for the 
Vietnam Bonus, they should call this office for verification of dates of 


eligibility.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


This is the 59th Annual Report of the Department of Public Works. 
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Peter J. Schellenberg was elected to a three year term as Commissioner. 


During the year Richard L. Davis retired. We wish him many happy years 
of retirement. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION: 


The Highway Division continued its regular chores of road maintenance, 
sign installation and sidewalk repairs, plowing, sanding and salting. Ap- 
proximately 1000 feet of granite curbing was installed under the betterment 
act. As voted by town meeting two (2) guard rail fences were installed on 
Oak Street. Also drainage problems on Rockridge Road and Lakeview Avenue 
were corrected. 


The first section of Union Street was reconstructed under state and town 
funds. The reconstruction of the balance of the street is under design by the 
State Department of Public Works and it is hoped that it will begin shortly. 
After much delay and inconvenience West Central Street from Main Street to 
Cemetery Street was reconstructed. 


Resurfacing was completed with pea stone and liquid asphalt on twenty 
streets. 


The town wide drainage study and aerial photographing of the town was 
completed and will be of great benefit to the Department of Public Works, 


Board of Health, Conservation Commission and Planning Board. 


WATER: 


During 1979 the search for additional water supply continued on the 
Stigmatine Fathers! land, just over the Charles River in Dover. An excellent 
source was located, with a probable yield of four (4) million gallons per day. 
Before this can be developed however, the site must be approved by the Mass. 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering as to the quantity of water 
allowable. Once this is settled, Natick and Dover must reach agreement on 
splitting the costs and quantities of water from the well field. The ground- 
work for an agreement has been laid in several meetings to date. 


An increase in Water rates was started in 1979 to bring the Natick rate 
more nearly in line with area towns and to make the Department self-supporting 
and not dependent on Tax levy for expenses and capital improvements. The 
rate was increased for the first time since 1935 and went from 20 cents per 
100: cabic feet? to 50 cents: “The™intent ts to’ add-10 cents to the rate in 
1980 and in 1981 when the desired rate of 70 cents will be reached. 


SEWER DIVISION: 


The 201 Sewer Facilities study grant was approved by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. This means that 90% of the cost will be paid by the 
State and Federal governments. The study is now underway and public hearings 
will be held to get the input from the general public. The final report will 
advise this Department of the best way to dispose of the waste water in the 
unsewered areas of Natick. 


SANITATION AND LAND FILL DIVISION: 
The Sanitation Division collected approximately 15,200 tons of rubbish 
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in their weekly collection. 


The Department of Environmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) has mandated 
that extensive work be undertaken at the Land Fill Site to bring it up to 
their required standards. Because of the extreme costs it was necessary to 
go to a special town meeting to appropriate the funds to carry out the re- 
quirements of the DEQE. If funds were not appropriated then the land fil] 
would have been closed and our rubbish trucked out of town at a much greater 
costs

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Again, there were no cases of Measles reported for the year 1979. There 
has been a slight reduction in Venereal Disease when compared to the figures 


of 1978. 
Chicken Pox has again flared up significantly. As previously mentioned, 
it is this Department's opinion that various types of contagious diseases are 


not being reported to the Board of Health. 


Tine and Mantoux tests totalled 491; 47 were reactors of which 13 were 
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put on Chemoprophylaxis and checked every 3 to 4 months for 1 - 2 years as 
indicated by progress. 


A total of 97 patients were brought to Middlesex County Sanatorium and 
other agencies for x-rays and Diagnostic Findings. Home visits totalled 320. 
There were 0 cases of active Tuberculosis for 1979. Other forms of Tubercu- 
losis totalled 0. 


A total of 31 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Conference 
and 20 various immunization shots and doses were given. 


There were 6 premature births reported for the year 1979 and financial 
aid was requested by 1. None was granted. 


Premature and post-partum home visits totalled 46. 


Fifty Lead Poison Detection Clinics were held at the Board of Health 
Office. A total of 100 children were screened of which none totalled over 
the maximum lead level. 


Fifty weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held at the Board of 
Health Office. A total of 207 residents attended and 40 referrals were made 


to their private physicians. 


Flu Clinics (Tri-Valent Vaccine - Type A/B Brazil, A/Texas, B/Hong Kong) 
were held for residents in the Town according to State dictates. These 
clinics were held at various locations in the Town for the convenience of the 
residents and at various times. A total of 5/5 residents were inoculated and 
no adverse reactions were reported to the Health Office. In June of this year 
a Glaucoma Clinic was held at the Board of Health Office. Forty-five resi- 
dents were examined and four were referred to their physicians. 


The various permits and licenses issued during the year 1979 by the 
Health Office totalled 5185. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump stickers and 
general licenses totalled $35,796. A slight decrease over 1978. 


A total of 2,530 vials of different biologics were distributed to the 
various Natick physicians for 1979. 


The Natick Kiwanis Club has allocated monies to the Natick Board of 
Health in order to continue its oral examinations of children in grades | 
through 6. Dental work, if necessary, will be referred to the children's 
parents. 


This program could not be possible without the full cooperation of the 
School Department. 


There is no doubt, in this Board's opinion, that this program will be 
most beneficial to these children in the Natick School System. 


Through the office of the Board of Health a total of 38 animal bites 
were reported. No evidence of the contagious disease of Rabies was found 
after animal confinement of ten days. 


A total of 900 animals were vaccinated at the annual Rabies Clinic. 
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A total of $1,792.00 received for these clinics was returned to the Town 
Treasurer's Office. 


The Board of Health Laboratory has again been approved by the State 
Department of Public Health. Approval is given for qualified personnel and 
up to date equipment after State inspection and examination. 


Dug Pond, the Town's public bathing beach, tested satisfactorily during 
the summer season for bathing purposes. As usual, the bacterial picture 
always increases during peak loads but not that significantly. 


A total of 1,745 inspections, complaints, progress inspections and calls 
in the field were made by this office relative to sanitation and Public 
Health matters. Milk, water and swab testing totalled 350 individual tests. 


A total of 6 Show Cause Hearings And Court cases were necessary for the 


year 1979. 


These hearings are usually initiated because of violations in the area 
of Public Health which could be detrimental or dangerous to residents or the 
general public. Complaints relative to inadequate heat have increased 
considerably this year. 


The Health Department received a total of 285 calls in 1979 for the 
removal of hornet nests, poison ivy spraying, ticks, wasps and mosquito 
spraying on private property. 


The Town, during the mosquito breeding season, is sprayed by a mobile 
mist blower and by helicopter as part of our Mosquito Control Program. 
Fogging is also employed for this program when needed. 


The recently purchased new Mosquito Control truck and mobile mist blower 
is far more efficient than the Department's previous machine and a greater 
area can now be covered. 


The Board of Health is still very concerned about diseases carried by 
mosquitos and ticks which in turn are transmitted to humans and animals. 


Some of these diseases are: encephalitis, heart worm disease, tularemia 
and spotted fever. 


Various strains of encephalitis are now to the North, South and West 
of Massachusetts. Heartworm disease is also on the increase, a disease which 
is transmitted by the mosquito to dogs. 


A diligent year round rodent and insect control program is also carried 
out at the Town of Natick's Solid Waste Disposal area by our personnel and 
throughout the Town when needed. 


Weighing scales, which have been in operation at the Solid Waste Dis- 
posal Area for a number of years has proven very beneficial to the Town since 
their installment. Outside rubbish has been substantially reduced and revenue 
to the Town has been beneficial to off set some of the costs in running the 
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Disposal Area.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


The past year has seen some of the most dramatic changes in the Recrea- 
tion and Park Services of Natick since their earliest days of development. 


Only history will be able to evaluate the long range significance and 
impact of the new role and different models your government arm for leisure 
and recreation has assumed. 


The Town of Natick, like every other municipality, had to re-examine its 
services and priorities in 79 and make reductions and adaptations to offset 
uncontrolled inflation, the burdening crisis of energy shortages and costs, 
and the continuing problem of tax structure besetting our country. 


The $70,000 reduction below the previous year's spending, or 224 cut in 
appropriations for Recreation and Park Services, has served as an important 
learning experience for the agency and the residents - For the most part the 
process of determining what was more of a priority, and the end result in 
terms of services which were to be terminated, reduced or continued, has been 
generally agreed upon by residents, policy makers and administrators. 


Significant achievements and events of 79 included: 


1. A regional collaborative approach to the provision of officials for 
softball leagues of Natick and the surrounding towns, through the 
formation of the Nobscot Valley Umpire Association. 


2. Natick Little League development of Diamond II! at Hunnewell Field, 
through volunteer workers and private donations. 


3. Cooperative efforts with Natick Public Schools resulting in: 

a. Wilson Jr. High Survey concerning ''School Day Leisure Activities 
of Students'! 

b. Development of Ski Clubs at the three junior highs. 
Inter-department approach to vandalism through facility lighting 
and use planning. 

d. Use of Kennedy Jr. High as the headquarters for the highly success- 
ful Summer Recreation Center Program. 

e. Long range plans for improvement of drainage and surface conditions 
at Memorial, East and Wilson Jr. High. 


4. Outstanding resident support and participation in the following 
activities and events: 


a. Junior-Senior Ski Program 


b. Volunteers for Women's Slo Pitch - Therapeutic - Beach - Summer and 
Seasonal Programs 


c. 1979 Road Race with the added division for wheelchair entrants

We learned a great deal in 1979 relative to quantity, quality and format 
of services and are able to arrive at some well planned and documented ap- 
proaches for 80 regarding reduction or expansion of services. 


Some issues facing us as we enter the 80's are: 
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Use of fees and charges -vs- appropriated tax funds for service 
Operations. 


2. Cost effective upkeep of existing facility and land investments. 

3. Systematic use and control of town facilities by private, quasi-public 
and public groups and organizations. 

4. Adaptation of facilities for changing interests, including accessabil- 
ity for all our populations. 

5. Program service reorientation to changing age makeups within town. 

6. Reformation of delivery systems for Park and Recreation Services, as 
they may be affected by consolidation or related government changes. 

The 80's will be truly a time for further challenge, and the need for 


This 
can only be achieved through increased citizen input, greater volunteer ef- 
forts, enthusiastic participation in the planning and delivery stages of 
service by residents, and full utilization of the resources within and 
surrounding Natick.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board held bi-monthly meetings during the year. The Board 
also met with the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee and Department Heads 
at various times. 


In January meetings were held with the U.S. Civil Service Association 
with a view to using their services for an evaluation of employees and 
supervisors. The services would be conducted by questionnaires, contact with 
employees, job descriptions and classifications of employees. The Board met 
with Selectmen and Finance Committee and presented their decision that this 
survey should be conducted. In February, the Selectmen informed the Board of 
their decision not to conduct an evaluation of employees at this time. 


On March 7, 1979 the Personnel Board welcomed new member Edward C. 
Donohue who was appointed to the Personnel Board by the Moderator. 


The Personnel Board presented, at Town Meeting, their Pay Plan request- 
ing a 5.54 increase to the base pay. This requested increase totalled 


$42,096. 


In May, the Board met with the Selectmen and Finance Committee to dis- 
cuss existing discrepancies between the Personnel Board Pay Plan and the 
negotiated bargaining agreements. The Personnel Board had received many 
complaints from non-union employees of the inequities between the two pay 
plans. It was agreed by both Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen that 
there should be more feedback to the Personnel Board so these inequities 
could be considered and corrected. The Personnel Board Pay Plan is presented 
at Town Meeting in March while negotiated agreements are still being considered. 


Meetings were held with the Recreation Commissioners and Finance Committee 
regarding a complaint received from an employee of the Recreation Department 
regarding an appointment made by Recreation Commissioners. The Recreation 
Commissioners informed the Board that this appointment had been rescinded. 


The Board held meetings with non-union employees to discuss inequities 
existing between bargaining units and Personnel Board employees. The em- 
ployees presented their requests and a committee was formed for the purpose 
of researching salary inequities. 


The Board will present an Article at 1980 Annual Town Meeting to amend 
Article Vla-Section 12 which would grant five weeks vacation to any employee 
who has completed twenty years of consecutive service to the Town. 
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On October 25, 1979 Mr. Nicholas J. Morana was re-elected Chairman. 
Mr. Paul V. McMahon was re-elected Vice-Chairman. Mrs. Mary J. Trundy was 
reappointed Executive Secretary. 


The Board received a detailed profile of non-union and union pay plan 
and benefits from the Committee formed for researching existing inequities. 
The Board will present their findings at the 1980 Annual Town Meeting.

TOWN COUNSEL 


| took office as Town Counsel on July 19, 1979. Therefore, this report 
covers a period somewhat less than six (6) months. 


The primary problem facing the Law Department is the ''back-log'' of cases 
and claims estimated by the Executive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen to 
be approximately three-hundred (300) in number. After meetings with the 
Legal Services Committee appointed last year by the Moderator, Legal Services 
decided that the ''back-log'' could not be intelligently attacked until said 
cases and claims were listed, assessed for potential liability to the Town 
and evaluated for proper disposition. | have docketed some forty (40) cases 
to date. We are now in the process of attempting to list all remaining 
claims and cases. 


Many other problems faced the Law Department at the time of my appoint- 
ment from lack of equipment and even a typewriter to lack of systematic 
handling of claims and cases. These problems in large measure were a result 
of the fact that for the first time the Town Counsel office was located in 
the Central Town Hall rather than in Counsel's private office. 


The overview | have adopted for the Law Department at least for the 
immediate past and near future is as follows: (A) Attempt to practice 
"preventive'' law so that small ''problems'' can be prevented from fermenting 
into big law suits. (B) Alignment of priorities to concentrate (1) on those 
cases which have high potential for damages or cost to the Town, (2) on those 
cases wherein revenue can be derived for the Town and (C) in general, to 
attempt to operate the Law Department in an efficient, progressive and pro- 
fessional manner while performing the services needed by our various Depart- 
ment Heads, Boards, Committees, elected and appointed officials and Town 
Meeting. 


With respect to implementing said overview, some of the items of progress 
during the past months are as follows: 


(1) Establishment and maintenance of a centrally located Law Department 
Bulletin Board to post changes in the law by virtue of case deci- 
sions, new statutes or amendments thereof and administrative action 
affecting municipalities. The basic purpose of the board is to 
comply with our Town By-laws requiring the Town Counsel to notify 
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municipal officers of changes in the law. It is hoped that the 
board will save money for duplicative copies, etc. and help our 
municipal officers from making legal errors from a lack of knowledge 
of changes in the law. 

(2) Preparation and filing of monthly Law Department reports as required 
by our By-law so that (a) all interested parties may have a better 
understanding of the operations of the Law Department and (b) the 
Finance Committee and Town Meeting members may analyze the services 
that they are requested to pay. 

(3) Promulgation of accident and insurance reporting procedure so as to 
avoid insurers! denial of coverage based on failure of the Town to 
report to the insurer(s). 

(4) The holding of a Labor/Management seminar to attempt to avoid mis- 
understandings of the respective rights of management and labor which 
have plagued the Town in the past and have cost both parties consi- 
derable expenditures. Chairman Patrick Moynihan will serve as 
Moderator for the Seminar which we hope to hold in February, 1980. 

(5) Preparation of opinions which are hopefully timely as well as 
instructive. 

(6) Establishment of a case/claim docket system similar to those you 
will find in the Courts of the Commonwealth. The docket book upon 
completion will allow the reader to review the status of cases and 
claims pending as well as the potential dollar damages to the Town. 
Through the month of November the relatively few cases which have 
been docketed had a known total, potential damages value of $402,289. 
This figure is misleading as it is incomplete at this writing. More- 
over, said figure does not include the damages value of the Workmen's 
Compensation cases which have been accumulating since the adoption 
by the Town as a self-insurer. The highest level of potential damage 
during the year for the few cases which have been docketed was 
$741,789. That figure has been reduced by reason of trials, settle- 
ments and other dispositions but this figure is also incomplete for 
the above-noted reasons. The docket books as well as the Law Depart- 
ment monthly reports are public documents which any citizen has the 
right to review. 

(7) Disapproval of municipal contracts where required. 

(8) Preparation as time allows for Town Meeting so as to answer reason- 
able questions of the Membership. 

(9) Concentration on accessibility to be available to attempt to make 
'mediated'' decisions between inter-board conflicts rather than 
settle conflicts through the expense of a judicial determination. 
(e.g. Planning Board and ZBA jurisdictional questions for Special Town 
Meeting of October, 1979). 


In the attempt to practice preventive law and align priorities, | believe 
it is fair to say that through savings on various matters and by collection of 
revenue due the Town the Law Department has been somewhat instrumental in 
Saving or collecting approximately $119,000.00. The sum of $14,400.00 has 
been collected on several claims. We feel that we saved at least $5,000.00 
on the disposition of a large, eminent domain claim against the Town. Due 
to hard work of the Board of Health and the fine teamwork of the Department 
of Public Works and Finance Committee along with the appeal of the Law Depart- 
ment of DEQE orders as against our landfill, the Town saved up to $80,000.00 
in penalties for non-compliance at the Landfill. (As an aside however, our 
Board of Health, Department of Public Works, Sanitation Department and 
Board of Selectmen will have the continuing challenge of the not so long- 
range problem of future utilization of the landfill). Again, through the 
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immediate action of the Board of Selectmen and Attorney William McLaren of 
the Assessor's Office along with the Law Department we were able to quickly 
resolve the problem of the failure of the State to certify our tax rate thus 
severing our source of revenue. The quick resolution of the problem resulted 
in a savings of approximately $20,000.00 for costs in borrowing and prosecu- 
ting appeals. 


While we have had some successes and progressiveness we have also had 
some disappointments. In spite of the efforts of the Selectmen, Finance Com- 
mittee and myself we have been unable to satisfactorily resolve the MacLean 
cases involving one of our Patrolmen. 


The cases/claims disposed with finality are as follows. The names and 
substance of all other cases/claims which we have been able to list and/or 
docket to date are available to the public for review through the Town Counsel 
office. 


(1) Ficcardi v. Natick (defect in public way); Claim: $200.00; 
Judgment for Plaintiff: $54.40. 

(2) Robsham v. Natick (eminent domain); Claim: $200,000.00; 
Pre-Trial Conferences; Settlement of $22,500.00. 

(3) Natick v. Penn. Central (tax claim in bankruptcy court); 
Judgment for Plaintiff (Town of Natick); $9,400.00+. 

(4) Flynn and Town of Natick (Workmen's Compensation recoupment 
claim); !AB order $5,000.00 for Town of Natick. 

(5) Long v. Town of Natick (public way defect); Claim: $25,000.00; 
Judgment for Plaintiff: $4,500.00+ costs and interest. 

(6) Fisk-Alden Ford Motor Company v. Natick (breach of contract) ; 
Claim: $500.00; Judgment for Defendant: $0. 

(7) DEQE v. Natick (violation of wetland orders, etc.); Claim: 
$200,000.00; Appeal, disposition with Town Meeting action and 
appropriation. 

(8) Glesner v. Natick (defect in public way); Claim: $20,000.00; 
Execution pending of $3,000.00. 

(9) Leone v. Natick (one of two contract, construction cases) 
Disposition: payment to subs through payee bond. 


With respect to the immediate future of the Law Department, it would be 
counterproductive and truly against the Town's best interests to attempt to 
Operate the Department on a budget of $40,000.00. In the fiscal year prior 
to my appointment the actual expenditures for legal related services was 
$98,136.90 which includes Labor Counsel. After consultation with the Legal 
Services Committee, | have requested a budget of $87,200.00 with $35,000.00 
for Special Counsel to commence attacking the ''back-log'' of cases. If Labor 
Counsel can be utilized at an expenditure of $8,000-$10,000 we may approxi- 
mate last year's actual expenditures in fiscal year 1981 even with the re- 
quested amount for Special Counsel. In developing this budget, | conducted 
a survey of numerous other communities in our area. The requested $87,200.00 
is not "out of line'' with the expenditures of other communities with similar 
problems. For example, our neighbor, Wellesley, reported expenditures of 
$87,844.00 and our neighbor, Framingham, reported expenditures of $104,475.00. 
Moreover, | doubt whether any community has the back-log of cases faced by the 
Natick Law Department. 


With respect to the long-range future of the Law Department, we are 


going to be facing many, new claims due to the practical abolition by the 
Legislature after several hundred years of the doctrine of Sovereign Immunity 
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by the enactment of the Municipal Tort Claims Act. In addition, due to the 
recent adoption by the Town as a self-insurer our Workmen's Compensation cases 
are just now beginning to come to actual fruition. The Compensation cases 
have a great range of potential damages and even the smallest claim can be 
very time consuming. Therefore, the "jury" is still ''out'' on the question of 
whether self-insurance at our present level will prove beneficial to the Town 
in the longer run. Towns would be well advised to recognize that there seems 
to be a growing trend in Massachusetts to put more responsibilities and thus 
inherent liabilities on municipalities without a correlative method of pro- 
ducing more revenue. 


| would like to thank the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and other 
Selectmen for the faith vested in me and the courage exhibited by them for 
my appointment after nomination by two (2) screening committees. They made 
an appointment based on what they considered to be the best interests of the 
Town (a) in the wake of the unfortunate resignation of Attorney Kopelman and 
(b) in the face of adverse editorials by a particular newspaper. 


My thanks also to various elected and appointed officials for their kind 
responses to a performance evaluation required of the Town Counsel. The 
actual results are a public record which may be procured from the Executive 
Secretary or the Legal Services Committee. 


Finally, | would like to thank the Legal Services Committee, without 
whose dedicated service we could not have begun to propose a reasonable pro- 
gram to effectuate a progressive Law Department which this Town must establish 
in order to properly defend the Town while serving the various officials of 
the Town whose daily problems are often created or accentuated by legislative 
action, administrative determinations and/or judicial decisions over which 
local, municipal officials have little or no control.

DATA PROCESSING ADVISORY BOARD 


After seven months of service with Computer Solutions, Inc. (CSI) of 
Newton, the Town has begun its on-line interactive computer reporting. The 
Board activity for the past year was: 


Evaluation of Service Bureaus being considered 

Writing a contract for computer services 

Cost/benefits analysis 

Department, Boards, and Town Meeting presentation 

Monthly monitoring of computer activity 

Establishing a subcommittee to handle daily computer decisions 


As of this writing, the payroll, retirement, and water/sewer billing 
have been implemented. By no means are these systems finalized but they are 
functional. In the following months we will add reporting and keep adding 
usable data to these systems. 
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The key to our municipal government's EDP plans is the system application. 
Along with that the Town has to want to solve its business objectives by EDP 
to have the desire to study and then to learn a computer can assist it. 


CSI, which has an existing available minicomputer-based time-sharing 
computer, staff and software to automate the recommended applications, has 
been able to show visible progress and return for the Town's investment more 
quickly, and to offer much less risk than would an untried in-house process. 
The integrated timesharing system being utilized by CSI has at times had 
degradation problems; however, this situation has been rectified by CSI with 
a change to a more powerful central processing unit. 


The Data Processing Advisory Board had concluded when the project started 
that this approach of EDP was an ambitious one for the Town but contained suf- 


ficient safeguards. It provides many benefits to the Town systems applications, 
thereby allowing Town Departments to gradually expand their understanding of 
data processing techniques and disciplines. It also grants time for develop- 


ing and installing the supporting mechanisms for on-going automation. 


Paul Ladd was appointed Chairman in March. Jeanne Dove and David Dimmick 
were reappointed to new terms. Robert Cohen was appointed to fill a vacancy. 
Jim Kirwin presented a paper at the URISA conference in August as well as 
made a presentation at the Connecticut Conference of Municipalities in Septem- 
ber.

NATICK POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In 1979 there were 14,478 complaints received which required investiga- 


tions; a total of 805 more than in 1978. In the first nine months of 1979 
there was an increase of 6.5% in Class | crimes, with larceny showing the 
largest increase. There was very little change in all other crimes. In the 


calendar year 1978 the crime clearance rate in Natick was 69.3%. Offenses are 
considered cleared (solved) when at least one offender is arrested for a crime, 
even though several persons may be involved. The 1979 rate will not be avail- 
able until next year. 


TRAINING 


All officers spent one week at the Camp Curtis Guild firing range. Officers 
also received 10 hours of cardiopulmonary resuscitation which is required by 
state law. 


NATICK DISTRICT COURT 


The Natick District Court went to two sessions a week in October, 1979. 
This requires police officers to wait much longer for their cases to be heard, 
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resulting in added expense for officer's overtime pay. As a result of parking 
fines, motor vehicle fines and fines for certain misdemeanors, the Natick Dis- 
trict Court turned $60,073.70 into the Town Treasury for the year 1979. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


All telephone and radio communications are now being recorded at Police 
Headquarters by a Log Retriever Recorder. This recorder was installed in 
December of 1979, and will be a great asset to the Police Department in loca- 
ting emergency calls if the officer answering the phone does not get all the 
information due to the excitement of the caller. A new electrical cable was 
installed in the station along with circuit breakers. The old cable was 
deteriorating and was ordered replaced by the Electrical Inspector of the 
Town of Natick.

SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The members of the Natick Safety Committee held six regular meetings 
during 1979. 


The Committee recommended to the Board of Selectmen the following: 


1. PARKING 
On East Central Street - Set time limit for five (5) metered parking spaces. 


On Church Street - Erect signs stating No Parking - Fire Lane, Art. 8, 

Sec. 6, from East Central Street to West Entrance of Town Hall. Both sides 
of the street, from West Entrance of Town Hall to property line install 
signs stating Reserved Parking for Town Vehicles Only, on the East side of 
Church Street. 


On Morse Street - Erect signs stating No Parking, Fire Lane, Art. 8, Sec. 6 
on West side of street from East Central Street to property line. On East 
side of street erect signs stating No Parking Except on Sunday. 


2. ADDITIONAL STREET LIGHTING 
On Hayes Street - Pole #16 over 2 - that the existing light be changed to 
a new 3500 watt mercury vapor light. On pole #16 over 3 that a new 3500 
watt mercury vapor light be installed. 


On Mulligan Street - Pole #129 over 3 that the existing light be replaced 
with a 3500 watt mercury vapor light. 


3. INDIAN RIDGE ROAD 
Starting at the intersection, traveling in a clockwise direction, said 
street be re-named Indian Ridge Circle. Said streets to be re-numbered in 
accordance with Town practice. 
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4. SIGNS 
Warning Signs be installed at Wendy's Restaurant at 303 West Central Street. 


That two ''Go Slow-Children'' signs be installed on the West side, facing 
North, on Speen Street at Nottingham Road and on the East side, facing 
South, on Speen Street opposite Ledge Lane. 


That two ''Go Slow-Children'! signs be tnstalled on the North side of North 
Avenue at Rice Street, facing East, and on the South side of North Avenue 
at Tibbetts Street, facing West. 


That a ''Stop'' sign be installed on Middlesex Avenue at Washington Avenue, 
facing East, and another sign be ftnstalled on Summer Street at Washington 
Avenue, facing East. 


5. RIGHT TURNSON RED 
Traveling North on North Main Street, a right turn on Red will be allowed 
at the Natick Shopping Center. 


Traveling West on West Central Street, a right turn on Red will be allowed 
at Speen Street, for vehicles traveling North on Speen Street. 


All other traffic control signals fail to comply with guidelines set forth 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

DOG OFFICER 


There has been a sharp decrease in animals being hit by cars. The new 
Leash Law which is a ticket system has proven to be very effective. 


There has also been a decrease in dog bites, but to say the least, there 
are still a lot of dogs running loose. These people who let their dogs run 
loose are the only ones in the end that get hurt, as well as their dog. For 
the people who have female dogs and want to get them spayed, we do have spay 
certificates so that it will be a low cost to the owner. 


There has been a sharp decrease in people getting a license for their 
dogs. The new license comes out on the first day of April. Every dog three 
months or older must have a license. This year when you go to get a license 
you must show proof that your dogs have had their rabies shots. 


The Dog Officer has no more traps to trap wild animals that are in 
houses. Wild animals come under the Game Warden. 


Another new law that is in effect is that if you hit a dog or a cat it 
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must be reported to the police or dog officer. If you fail to do this and get 
caught there is a $50.00 fine. 


Also if you do not have your dog licensed there is a $15.00 fine. The 
ticket system is warning first offense; $15.00 second offense; $25.00 third 
offense. We are out on the road a lot so if you call please leave your name 
and telephone number, and we will get back to you as soon as we get to the 
office. If it is an emergency, please call 653-1212; if not call 653-2492. 
Every man, woman and child has the right to walk the streets in safety, so 
it is up to the Natick dog owners to do their share.

CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


The undersigned was appointed C.D. Director September, 1979. I have 
attended six local C.D. Director's meetings held in communities north of 
Boston, conducted by MCDA, Area | Headquarters. During November 1979, | 
attended a 3-day Local C.D. Directors Seminar in Lawrence. Also in November 
| attended a 5-day C.D. Radef Officers course, along with Joseph G. Cabo in 
Tewksbury. 
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Upon inspection of the local C.D. Plans, all have to be updated, which 
should be accomplished during the calendar year. 


Having been appointed the local coordinator for the Energy Oil Crisis, 
the TEXACO Plan and Energy Oil Crisis plan have been prepared and distributed 
to the various Service Agencies in the Town. In preparing these plans, all 
Service Agencies in the Town were visited and the preparation of the plan was 
discussed. 


The Local Red Cross Chapter ''Memorandum of Understanding'' has been up- 
dated to conform with the latest procedures and directives. 


In regards to the C.D. Volunteer Emergency Staff for disaster operations, 
most of the members have agreed to continue while others have declined or 
moved out of the area. A full complement of radio operators are needed to 
replace those who have declined or moved out of the area. 


Plans are underway to establish an alternate ''Emergency Operations Center 
(EOC)'' in the Town Hall to handle Natural Disasters. The primary EOC in the 
basement of the Central Fire Station needs renovation. 


The Auxiliary Police force are still active and well organized. 


lt appears a busy schedule is ahead for the coming year to recruit 
volunteers, to assist in rewriting plans, renovations of an alternate EOC, 


and training for disaster operations.

NATICK HOUSING AUTHORITY 


During the year just passed, the Housing Authority has made significant 
progress in all its endeavors save new construction. Funds for this purpose 
have been drastically reduced and must be restored by the Legislature before 
our long waiting list of elderly applicants can be dealt with substantially. 
There is the probability that new construction by a private developer could 
make available 125 units of subsidized elderly housing, but this hinges on the 
developer receiving financing and subsidy monies from the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development. 


The Authority has been much more successful in the pursuit of the further- 
ance of all other State and Federal programs. Through Chapter 705 of the 
Mass. General Laws, we have been allocated $450,000 for the purchase of ap- 
proximately ten units of housing for families. Under this program, qualify- 
ing families would be charged a rental within their ability to pay as opposed 
to the skyrocketing market rentals which preclude the obtaining of housing 
for a great number of our citizens. 


The Authority has been awarded $260,000 under the Community Development 
Act for the substantial rehabilitation and improvements at our 200-1] Project 
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(formerly Veterans' Project). These funds were obtained through the industry 
and cooperation of the Planning Department, Selectmen, Community Development 


Block Grant Committee, and the Housing Authority. Further funds under the 
program are being sought. 


Ten additional Section 8 certificates (rental assistance in existing 
units) were awarded to the Authority, bringing our total units under this 
program to 82. 


As has been true in years past, the cooperation of all Town departments 
has aided the Authority in providing security and conveniences for the elderly 
residents of Cedar Gardens - for which, a sincere thank you. 


At the Annual Town election held in March, P. Joseph Coan was re-elected 
to a third term on the Board.

CHARTER COMMISSION 


Today, demands for reduced property taxes, rising inflation and the 
variety of services citizens have come to expect, has severely challenged 
the management capacity of local government. 


After ten months of research and public discussion, the nine member 
elected Charter Commission presents a reorganization of Natick's local govern- 
ment, centralizing the daily management of the town. The charter maintains 
democratic principles by guaranteeing citizen access to government. We recom- 
mend establishing the position of town administrator with responsibilities for: 
budget implementation and control, personnel coordination, labor negotiations, 
purchasing, and the general coordination of the daily affairs of the town. 


A three member Board of Selectmen is recommended to be the chief execu- 
tive office of the town, charged with policy and planning responsibilities. 


Ky 
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One selectman will be elected each year for a three year term to insure great- 
er public visibility and accountability. 


The Town Meeting, as the legislative body of the town, will be retained, 
but membership will be reduced from 240 to 180 members. This will increase 
public accessibility and visibility of the membership. 


In addition to present citizen rights of petition and voting for town 
officers, voters will have the right to reverse decisions of town meeting by 
the referendum process and to remove town officers, who violate the public 
trust by a recall procedure. 


Format 


A “'Charter™ is for a town or city the equivalent of a ‘constitution. . 
The charter provides, in an organized format, the structure of Natick's town 
government. At the present time, Natick's government is described by General 
and Ssecial state laws and local bylaws which have been accepted by the town 
over the course of its existence. These laws are not readily available for 
examination and study by the voters. They are scattered throughout many 
volumes of state statute books and recorded in the Town of Natick By-laws. 
To consolidate in one document, the charter, a description of the powers, 
duties, and responsibilities of the town and its agencies is a significant 
step toward assisting the citizen to better understand his town government. 


Major Differences 


The most significant changes are proposed in the executive-administrative 
organization of the government. 


1. Natick will have home rule by the adoption of the charter, which grants 
and conforms to the people of Natick the right of self government in local 
matters. The people shall have the power to revise or amend the charter. 


2. The position of town administrator shall have specific duties and respon- 
sibilities that will replace the position of executive secretary whose duties 
and responsibilities are limited by the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Generally, the town administrator will have authority over the 
major operating departments, to effectively manage the daily 
financial and personnel affairs of the town. The town adminis- 
trator or a designated department head will make appointments 
to positions that require specific qualifications. 


The office of commissioners of public works is to be eliminated in the 
third year following the adoption of the charter. The director of public 
works will manage the operation of the department. There will be a three 
member committee (one citizen must be a professional engineer) appointed by 
the town administrator to act in an advisory capacity. 


4. In the third year following the adoption of the charter, the recreation 
commission shall advise the recreation director with respect to programs for 
the leisure time needs of all segments of Natick's population. 


5. The tree warden will be appointed by the town administrator. 


6. The town administrator shall be responsible for the negotiation of all 
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contracts with town employees over wages, hours, and other terms and condi- 
tions of employment, except those under the jurisdiction of the school 
committee. 


7. The town administrator shall be responsible for the purchase of all sup- 
plies, materials, and equipment, and shall award all contracts for supplies, 
materials, and equipment for all departments and activities of the town, ex- 
cept for the school department. 


8. The charter establishes clear cut procedures governing the preparation 
and review of the town budget. 


9. The charter provides methods to reorganize the administrative structure 
of the town. Town meeting approval is required. 


10. The charter guarantees new citizen rights; recall of elected officials and 
referendum on all town meeting actions with limited exception. 


11. Town meeting is reduced in membership from 240 to 180 representatives. 


12. There will be a spring and a fall session of the Annual Town Meeting. 

The annual town budget will be presented at the spring town meeting, as well 
as any other business petitioned by the townspeople. It is hoped that a 
regular fall session of town meeting will reduce the need for so many special 
town meetings. 


13. The Board of Selectmen is reduced from five to three. One Selectman will 
be elected each year for a three year term. A general election for Selectmen 
will be required the year following the year the charter is adopted. Candi- 

dates will be required to file for a three year term, a two year term, anda 

One year term to put the three member board into effect. 


The charter was developed from research, interviews with elected and 
appointed town officials, public hearing testimony, informal public comment, 
and the deliberations of the Charter Commissioners. Not every provision had 
a unanimous vote to place it in the charter. However, the charter as a total 
proposal has the unanimous approval of the Charter Commission. The charter 
represents a positive step toward improving the management capacity of Natick's 
government. 


The nine members of the Charter Commission believe a yes vote on March 17, 
1980 is a vote for a better future.

The Townspeople of Natick who own Leonard Morse Hospital in partnership 
with those entrusted with its stewardship, have every right to radiate pride 
in the accomplishments we chronicle for fiscal-calendar 1979. 


It was a very good year! 


Perhaps the public's perception of LMH as one of the finest acute care 
community general hospitals in the nation came last September 29, when upwards 
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of 10,000 persons attended a gigantic Health Fair, commemorating our 80th 
year as a hospital and our 10th year as an all-new ultra-modern health care 
facility. 


Yet, this historic event was only ''the tip of the iceberg'', so to speak. 
For the prompt and professional manner in which we serve the sick and injured 
on a day-to-day basis is the only barometer by which our achievements truly can 
be measured. 


The 1979 Comparative Statistical Report, which follows this narrative, 
indicates that fewer persons required inpatient care last year because (1) our 
preventive medicine community outreach programs seem to be working effectively 
and (2) the number treated on an outpatient basis increased by a dramatic 


5,321. 


Last year, our Education Department expanded its work in the community, 
accelerating its cardio-pulmonary resuscitation courses (including the first 
ever taught in Spanish) and advance life support courses. The hospital also 
held seminars on child abuse and surviving a stroke, conducted a symposium on 
nuclear cardiology, and initiated its first pastoral training program. 


Through a total $14,000 grant from the Division of Preventive Medicine of 
the Massachusetts State Department of Mental Health, hospital personnel con- 
ducted educational child seatbelt safety programs from Kindergarten through the 
Sixth Grade in Natick schools, besides teaching toddlers in Wayland, Millis and 
Bellingham. 


The Greater Boston Health Systems Agency (West Metro IV) abandoned at- 
tempts to force the closure of our Maternity and Pediatrics Units until at 
least 1980. Simultaneously, Leonard Morse recruited another two obstetricians 
to help increase deliveries and extended the use of its Pediatric facilities to 
young adults. 


The hallmark of excellence, a two-year accreditation by the Joint Com- 
mission on the Accreditation of Hospitals, also occurred during 1979 while our 
laboratory received an identically superior rating from the College of American 
Pathologists. 


Ongoing progress in the field of health care continued to take many forms. 
Both Inpatient and Outpatient Admissions installed new computerized equipment 
which now retrieves quickly previous patient information while reducing appre- 
ciably the patient waiting time. Working closely with neighbors, consumers and 
Natick's governmental groups, Leonard Morse obtained Town Meeting passage of an 
article permitting the construction of a Mary Ann Morse Medical Arts Building 
on hospital property at an appropriate time. 


Financially, Natick's community hospital again ended its fiscal year ''in 
the black!! (see Exhibit ''C'' of Annual Audit). Correspondingly, we became one 
of six facilities throughout the country selected by a team of Harvard Univer- 
sity surveyors for an 18-month study of the cost effectiveness of hospital 
health care delivery. The results are expected to determine whether an increase 
in national health costs over the past 10 years can be justified. 


Adding to the benefit of astute fiscal management was the significant 
amount given to the Development Fund, through individual, community, corporate 
and charitable contributions. The largest was a $20,000 gift from the Hospital 
Aid Association, engendered by its late president, Mrs. Howard F. Leavitt, who 
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died suddenly in September. Her successor is former first vice president 
Mrs. F. Russell Wilson. 

Other changes in hospital leadership also occurred during 1979. Richard 
A. Glaser, Esq., was elected Chairman of the advisory Trustee Council after 
David Fidler completed two years at the helm. Chosen vice chairpersons were 
James Argir, Mrs. Arthur Brown and Dr. James Stygles. 


Rosalie Simeone was reelected to a second seven-year term as Trustee, 
leaving the membership of our Board undisturbed. Its Executive Committee 
also remained unchanged, with Catherine G. Matzilevich renamed president; Walter 
L. Burke, vice president; Mary R. Leavitt, treasurer, and Thomas F. Morris, 
secretary. 


After serving two terms as secretary, Dr. William J. Parks, Jr., was 
chosen president of the Medical Staff. In late August, the Board of Trustees 
accepted the resignation of General Director 0. David West. Raymond W. Uhlhorn 
of University Hospital in Boston was named interim director until a permanent 
chief executive officer is selected. 


The office of Middlesex County District Attorney John Droney brought 
suit against our Board, contending it was not in compliance with the ''Open 
Meeting Law''. A majority of the Trustees do not favor public meetings and the 
litigation is still pending. 


On the positive side, there was much public focus on the visit to 
Leonard Morse Hospital by an official delegation from the People's Republic of 
China, and the installation of the hospital's own computerized internal communi- 
cations system at a worthwhile annual cost savings. 


The ''pride of partnership'' that underscores this report is very real. 
Without the unhesitating cooperation of our townspeople, our agencies of Town 
government and our health-related agencies, the degree of progress and promise 
by Leonard Morse Hospital during fiscal-calendar 1979 might not so easily have 
been attained. 


Yes, it was a very good year!

MORSE INSTITUTE TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The past year witnessed an increase in the circulation of library materials 
from the Adult Department. If the economic situation of the country continues 
to be unstable, it is probable that more and more people will avail themselves 
of the services of the library. A closer working relationship with the School 
Department in a mutual endeavor to stimulate and increase the reading of the 
young people of Natick has also promoted library use. 


In February 1979 the new bookmobile arrived to continue the service of 
bringing the library to the people as previous bookmobiles have done for 30 
years. The bright, orange color of the new bookmobile will contrast sharply 
with the background to provide a more visible and safe vehicle. 


The reference department continues to be very busy answering many ques- 
tions which range in topics from art and architecture to zithers and zoology. 
Our reference books are widely used and prove to be of inestimable value to 
people working on research projects. Government documents, pamphlets, journals, 
business letters and microfilm also form an important part of the reference 
collection. 


The Morse Institute is a member of the Eastern Massachusetts Regional 
Library System. Through this program interlibrary loans are made and received. 
Books, films, and filmstrips are exchanged with other libraries with the 
Wellesley Free Library serving as the sub-regional center. Participation in 
the regional network also allows residents of Natick to borrow directly from 
the other 200 libraries in the system. 


The town of Natick receives State Aid to Libraries and in 1979 a grant of 
$11,663.25 was awarded to Natick. This money was used as part of the library 
budget. 
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There were a number of changes in the staff this past year. Miss 
Elizabeth H. Partridge, Head Librarian, retired after more than forty years of 
outstanding service. The high esteem in which the Morse Institute is held is 
due to the dedication, the expertise and the hard work of this great lady. 
After a lengthy search the Trustees appointed Mr. James Sutton to the post of 
Head Librarian. Mr. Sutton is a graduate of Dartmouth College and Simmons 
Graduate School of Library Science. He is an experienced librarian and his 
performance and ability to work with fellow librarians and the public in- 
fluenced the Trustees' decision. 


Besides the appointment of a new Head Librarian, other staff changes have 


occurred. In February Carol Coverly, former Librarian at Holliston Junior 
College, joined the staff as Young Adult Librarian. In May Mrs. Coverly be- 
came Reference Librarian. In August Cyrisse Jaffee, formerly the Young Adult 


Librarian at the Parlin Memorial Library in Everett, became the Young Adult 
Librarian at the Morse Institute. Allyson Martins, formerly with the Holliston 
High School Library and before that a French teacher, became Circulation Li- 
brarian replacing Mrs. Helen Fletcher who retired after 10 years of service. 
Another change was the appointment of Martha Jones to the position of Cata- 
loguer. In December the search for an Assistant Head Librarian ended when the 
Trustees announced their choice of Sondra Vandermark. Mrs. Vandermark, a 
Natick resident, has worked for the Newton School System and the Acton Public 
Library. 


A Memorial to the Korean Veterans listing the names of Natick Veterans 
was dedicated at the Morse Institute on Veterans Day. An entrance ramp to 
aid the physically handicapped was completed in the Fall increasing the ac- 
cessibility to the Children's Room. A proposal has been submitted which would 
provide a lift up the stairs from the Children's Room allowing for entrance 
to the entire library. 


The Trustees would like to express their gratitude to all the staff for 
their loyalty and cooperation throughout this past year.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


1979 was a year of transition at the Morse Institute. Miss Partridge's 
retirement after more than 40 years of service to Natick, and the subsequent 
appointment of a new Head Librarian necessitated a period of adjustment for 
the staff and users of the library. Despite the changes a full schedule of 
library service continued. 


The Children's Library increased its range of services so that the weekly 
programs included five pre-school story-hours and two after-school storycraft 
programs. The maximum number of 25 children each registered for these pro- 
grams. Ten nursery school classes frequented the library, some to view the 
movies and some for a tour and a story. Classes of various grade levels and 
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schools also came to the library for tours, book selection, and library skill 
instruction. 


The summer reading program, which featured the theme ''Animalmania'', 
attracted over 320 children. A performance by the Poobley Greegy Puppet 
Theatre, Pat-A-Pet Day, Cuddle-Your-Pet Day, and a variety show were among 
the highlights of the summer program. The use of a computer terminal on 
loan from Babson College, drama workshops, and weekly movies also attracted 
many youngsters throughout the Summer. 


Autumn brought with it the resumption of story hours and story crafts as 
well as a series of programs on parent education and one on child auto safety. 
In December Children's Librarian Mary Ryan read the poem ''The Night Before 
Christmas'' at the Christmas Lighting ceremony on the Natick Common. 


The adult section of the library had an increase in circulation of over 
2,000 items in 1979. As always, fiction books were the most popular amount- 
ing to 44% of all materials circulated. Among non-fiction books cooking, home 
repair, and biography were very popular. A policy of circulation control has 
been established which requires that your library card number be checked 
against the overdue file each time books are borrowed. This small delay helps 
us keep much tighter control of overdues and keeps losses down. 


Use of the library has increased partly because of the revitilization of 
the Young Adult collection. Hundreds of paperbacks were added as the result 
of the purchase of the Reading Enrichment program. The Young Adult Librarian, 
Cyrisse Jaffee, also developed the hard cover collection through a vigorous 
review of the literature. 


Cooperation between the School and Town libraries has been promoted 
through a series of meetings and follow-up activities. One purpose of this 
cooperation is to insure adequate resource materials for those students using 
the town library for homework and research assignments. The School Department 
has hardily endorsed the library as a resource center for the student. The 
library in turn supports the student's educational process by making curri- 
cula related materials available and by providing a wide range of recreation- 
al books that interest the student age population. 


Inter-library loans through the library's participation in the Eastern 
Massachusetts Regional Library System totaled 569 books loaned to the Morse 
Institute and 117 books sent to other libraries. Various community groups 
borrowed 32 films from the Eastern Region and the Children's Library bor- 
rowed an additional 77 films for showing. 


Bookmobile service has brightened considerably since the acquisition 
of the orange and yellow vehicle that now winds its way through your neighbor- 
hoods. Participation in the Fourth of July Parade helped introduce the new 
bookmobile to the town. While losing 234 days of operation to repairs, snow, 
and other emergencies the school and neighborhood bookmobiles together cir- 
culated nearly 80,000 materials. 


Over 28 separate community organizations used the Morse Institute's 
meeting room 86 times during the past year. Groups such as the New England 
Gilbert & Sullivan Society, the League of Women Voters, and the Natick 
Women's Literary Club have all benefitted from the Library's policy of free 
use for any non-profit organization. 
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In November a book sale was held. Many staff and volunteers gave up a 
Saturday to help make this occasion a gigantic success. Crowds were at the 
book tables all day long availing themselves of the opportunity to buy books 
at the low prices of 5 and 10 cents. The children's books, in particular, 
sold very quickly. The good will and spirit generated by the sale gives us 
the hope of making this an annual affair. 


Many individuals gave books, magazines, and paperbacks which were grate- 
fully received. Visitors to the library often comment on the beautiful 
plants and flower arrangements brought in by members of the Natick Garden 
Club. Fair and Yeager Insurance Company generously donated subscriptions 
to 12 magazines of the library's choice. The Natick Trust Company donated 
library card pockets and the Natick Federal Savings and Loan Association pro- 
vided bookmarks. We also thank the Natick Bulletin and the Natick Sun for 
making a gift of their respective newspapers. 


The cooperation and dedication of the staff of the Morse Institute has 
allowed us to provide a year of outstanding library service despite the many 
changes in personnel. Likewise, the Trustees! unflagging support and willing- 
ness to give so much of their time and attention to the library has smoothed 
the transition. 


The staff of the Morse Institute is looking forward to a year of in- 
creased service to the community. The need for information, education, 
recreation, and culture from the library will be met with dedication and 
enthusiasm.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


The Trustees and Friends of the library were very aware in 1978 that our 
100th birthday was approaching in 1980, and the historic building was show- 
ing its age. Certain decisions had to be made about its physical survival. 
As a result, a plan for improvements was decided upon by the Trustees and 
librarian with the intention of asking the town to increase our maintenance 
budget each year until our goals are met. 


Being economically realistic we realized that we had to make these re- 
quests from the town a gradual process. Our 1980 Centenniel plans should 
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help in a variety of ways especially in increasing community awareness of our 
condition, and perhaps in raising contributions. Wise investment of our trust 
funds will be another source of added income. 


What we accomplished in 1979 towards our rejuvenation were a fire alarm 
system, new plumbing, a new coat of paint, and an egress from the museum. 
The plumbing changes included new pipes, and hot water for the first time in 
one hundred years. HUD Community Block Grant monies paid for the handsome 
museum egress that will allow the handicapped easy access. Quinobin Region- 
al Vocational-Technical High School's painting class under the careful direc- 
tion of teacher David Kasabian painted the interior of the building; the high 
ceilings made it a challenging task. Our only expense was the paint. 


The Rotary Club of Natick generously gave us a $500. donation which is 
being applied to energy saving techniques. The enormous windows are covered 
by polyurethane with wooden shutters closed over that. Six inch insulation 
has been placed across the square glass section of the center ceiling, and 
two slow-rotating fans are going to be installed to circulate the heat. The 
thermostat is kept very low in the hope of using even less oil. 


Our collection continued to bring our faithful readers as well as new 
ones who have just discovered the library or have moved to the area. With 
the help of an enthusiastic staff at Morse Institute and inter-library loan 
we have been able to supplement our materials with titles we do not own. Our 
young story hour children had a fun year hearing stories, seeing movies, 
learning songs, choosing books and records, and developing a love of reading. 
For many this was their first exposure to group interaction. 


The museum attracted visitors from near and far, some to see the variety 
of items exhibited, and some to research Natick history or family geneology. 
This is the town's only historical museum; perhaps the 1980 Centennial wil] 
focus more attention on it and the need for support. 


Each year we say with pleasure, ''thank you'' to the Fifteen Gardeners for 
their commitment to the upkeep of the exterior shrubbery, trees, and plants 
that naturalize the appearance of the building. Without their help we would 
not be presentable. 


1979 was a year of important beginnings; we look forward to 1980 as we 
continue to work towards achievement of some of our goals.

PUBLIC WORKS RELOCATION SITE 
COMMITTEE 


This Committee was established under Article 27 of the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting. The Committee conducted numerous meetings and rendered reports in 
1975 and 1976 to the Selectmen. No action was forthcoming. Although the 
Committee was initially established when the Downtown Renewal Project was 
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approved, and initially had that program in mind in its earlier deliberations, 
the Committee recognized that the moving of the Public Works Department out of 
the congested Central Business District was a necessity if the Town was to re- 
vitalize its downtown under any type of program, including private development. 


Towards the end of 1979, the Selectmen contacted the Committee and ad- 
vised them that it had submitted a pre-application for $800,000 of Community 
Development Block Grant Funds, the large bulk of which was to be applied to- 
wards the relocation of the DPW from the downtown section of Town. Because the 
Town had been receiving funds under this program for several years to rehabili- 
tate housing in this general area, the Selectmen decided that the West Central 
Street Town-owned land could not be used for this purpose since most of it 
(and particularly the area where relocation would most likely take place) was 
within the so-called ''target area'' which had been described to HUD as the area 
for housing renewal. 


Because of resignations and other changes, the Committee had new members 
appointed to it and reorganized. 


Since no funds were included to acquire any additional lands for the pro- 
gram that the Selectmen had selected, the Committee was asked to review its 
previous recommendations and render a further report with regard to the two 
other Town-owned sites, i.e. the Oak & Bacon Street site (the "gravel pit''), 
and the South Main and West Streets site (the ''dump!') . 


The Committee reviewed the criteria it had previously used and decided 
to retain and further define such criteria. It also gave a relative value to 
each criteria. Although as of the year end, the Committee had not submitted 
its report to the Selectmen, preliminary indications was that the South Main 
Street site would receive a greater percentage acceptability than the Oak 
Street site. 


At year end, the Selectmen were awaiting word on this application and 
the Committee was in the process of preparing its further recommendations to 


the Selectmen and the Town.

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Due to the energy crunch, 219 permits for wood burning stoves were issued 
during 1979. In 1978 only 33 permits were issued for wood burning stoves. 


Construction of 378 apartments and 3 laundry buildings in Phase III at 
Kendall Crossing have been started and it is expected that this phase of build- 
ing will be completed in 1980. 


Construction has been started on another Wendy's Restaurant on Route 9 at 
the site of the old Raymond's Tire Store. Completion of this building is 
expected in 1980. 


The K Mart store and the Service Merchandise store at the Natick Towne 
Mall, Speen Street and Route 9, have been completed and are now open for busi- 
ness. Certificates of Occupancy have been issued for 9 stores in the Natick 
Towne Mall building and it is expected that the remainder of the stores in this 
Mall building will be completed in the very near future. 


Construction of the Hilton Hotel is nearing completion and it is expected 
that the hotel will be open for occupancy within the next couple of months.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 1979 there were a number of changes in membership on the Board. 
Kathleen D. Surman, who was approaching the last year of her first term on the 
Board, moved out of town, and her position was filled by Richard P. Winchester. 
Paul E. Kelley, who had begun his second term on the Board and was serving as 
its Chairman, resigned and moved to another town. His position was filled by 
Renzo (Larry) Franceschi. At the same time that the membership changed, there 
was a staff change and Mrs. Dorothy McGrath, a long-time resident of the Town, 
became Secretary to the Board. These changes in personnel, coupled with the 
move to new quarters in the Town Hall, made our task more difficult but, never- 
theless, did not detract from a very active year of accomplishment. 


Fairway Estates, Inc. Lawsuit (16.3 acres on Mill Street) 


Our governmental system of checks and balances required the Planning Board 
in 1976 to seek review of a decision issued by the ZBA granting a comprehensive 
permit to the developer in total disregard of the Town's Zoning By-law and the 
unanimous opposition of the neighborhood. This was the only litigation com- 
menced by the Planning Board in the last 12 years, and it was favorably funded 
by votes of the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee and the Town Meeting. 
In order to avoid increasing costs to the Town in this lawsuit, the Board ne- 
gotiated a settlement which was agreed to early in 1979 by all of the parties. 
As a result of the pressure brought by the lawsuit, a favorable result was ob- 
tained which decreased the overall size of this proposed apartment project by 
about one-third. Specific significant changes were: Reduction of the number 
of apartments from 304 to 236 with at least 206 being only 1 bedroom units; re- 
duction of the number of paved parking spaces from 460 to 133; reduction of the 
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height of the buildings from 55 feet to 42 feet. Additionally, the number of 
subsidized units was increased to 75% from 25% and they were all to be in- 
tended for the elderly. 


ZONING BY-LAW CHANGES 


The publishing of our first official draft of a proposed new Zoning By- 
law for the Town on June 29, 1978 had far reaching effects to the benefit of 
the entire Town. During late 1978 and into 1979, various property owners 
along Route 9 became interested in the mixed use zoning concept. Another pro- 
posal for town-house clustering of residences drew interest for use on the re- 
maining Natick Country Club land. The concept of a Limited Commercial Zoning 
District gained acceptance along the north side of West Central Street. Fi- 
nally, the Board proposed a Downtown Mixed Use District for the Central Busi- 
ness District which received wide support. We thus saw significant portions 
of our initial draft proposal adopted by Town Meeting. There still remains 
the task of completing a further draft for discussion with the various Town 
agencies, Town Meeting and the general public. We hope to undertake this 
project during 1980. 


Highway Mixed Use | - Carling property (Route 9 & Speen Street) 
Real estate interests, attracted by the Board's willingness to introduce 


the more modern mixed land use concept to Route 9, proposed to establish a 
version of mixed industrial and commercial uses to be created as a zone to be 
applied to the 34 acre Carling Brewery property. They contemplated converting 
the facility to an Office Park. The Board reworked its draft proposal into 
the Highway Mixed Use I| District which was surprisingly unanimously adopted 

by Town Meeting - an accomplishment totally unexpected in view of the long- 
time difficulty of obtaining a vote of 2/3 approving zoning proposals. Subse- 
quently, Prime Computer, Inc. became interested in occupying the entire prop- 
erty and according to published accounts, the Town can now look forward to an 
almost $30,000,000 increase in its tax base when the presently proposed recon- 
struction is completed in the next few years. The enactment of this new By- 
law also saw acceptance by the Town Meeting of the concept of granting Special 
Permit granting authority and Site Plan review powers to the Planning Board, 
as permitted under the new State Zoning Act. As the year closed, the first 
Site Plan under this new By-law has been received by the Board for review. 


Highway Mixed Use I| - Fairway Sports World (Route 9 near Wethersfield Road) 


Another version of a Mixed Use Zone - a mixture of commercial and multi- 
family residential uses - was proposed to Town Meeting by the Board for ap- 
plication to the Sellew property. The By-law included most of the other pro- 
visions of the Highway Mixed Use | proposal, i.e. the Site Plan review and 
Special Permit granting authority being delegated to the Planning Board. A 
near unanimous vote of approval by Town Meeting.was received for this proposal. 
At this time, no actual plans for a proposed development have been presented 
for review by the Board. 


Town-House Cluster for 15,000 sq. ft. lots - Country Club (Speen Street) 


The remaining 47 acres of the Country Club (also known as Country Club 
Estates I! Subdivision) was the subject of discussions between the owner, the 
neighborhood and members of the Planning Board. The suggestion in our 1978 
draft By-law of an alternative use of Town-House clustering in the 40,000 sq. 
ft. Single Family Lot Residential Zone served as a model for creating an 
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alternative to using up all of the remaining land of the Country Club to build 
88 single family homes. A By-law was proposed to Town Meeting that would re- 
sult in only 10 acres (accommodating 74 Town Houses) being used for develop- 
ment and in keeping 30+ acres as permanently open land (for use as a golf 
course or other recreational or conservation use). Again Town Meeting saw fit 
to give its approval in a near unanimous fashion. The prospect of preserving 
open space in the western part of Town (the only remaining possibility) has 
been established and now awaits implementation by the landowner. The By-law 
provides for a Site Plan Review procedure and the Special Permit granting 
power to be given to the Planning Board to permit orderly development in the 
same manner as with Subdivision Control, and as was done'‘in the case of the 
Highway Mixed Use Districts. No plans have yet been received, and the Board 
hopes that the attractiveness of reduced development costs will prevail for 
this area so that the entire Town can be benefitted by retaining the recrea- 
tional values now available. 


Limited Commercial - West Central Street, north side 


The 1978 draft By-law also contained a proposal to create a Commercial 
Zone of a limited nature that would seek to encourage uses of reduced traffic 
flow on roads such as Route 135. The narrow strips of land between the rail- 
road and West Central Street had been the subject of variances over the years 
and a mixture of zoning concepts. The proposed zone would prevent damage to 
residential uses on nearby property. The owner of the Fruit Peddler property 
on West Central Street sought Commercial II zoning at the 1979 Annual Town 
Meeting. The Board proposed instead that a Limited Commercial Zone be adopted 
and applied to this area as a more appropriate zone. Town Meeting gave its 
near unanimous approval to this proposal. The form of the zone then adopted 
could not be extended westerly along Route 135 since most of the uses now tak- 
ing place would become non-conforming. Towards the end of the year, the owner 
of a 53 acre parcel at the intersection of Boden Lane and West Central Street 
proposed a broadening of the Limited Commercial Zone to include most of the 
uses westerly of the Wilson shop and make them conforming. In doing so, how- 
ever, a new concept was proposed, i.e. allowing the building coverage to be 
determined through the Special Permit granting process, which could range from 
20% to 50%. The Board recognized that such a flexibility amounted to a plan- 
ning process that could best be carried out in the interest of the Town 
through the Planning Board rather than the Board of Appeals. The Planning 
Board proposed a By-law to the Town Meeting that would give it the Site Plan 
review and Special Permit granting powers. Unfortunately, a number of new 
issues were raised at the Town Meeting which could not be resolved and which 
caused the Board to recommend not adopting these changes at that time. The 
Town Meeting agreed with the Board on postponing the zone changes but, never- 
theless, proceeded to place most of the land on the northerly side of West 
Central Street into the Limited Commercial District. Unknowingly, Town Meet- 
ing has thereby made many of the existing uses non-conforming. The Board 
hopes to correct this situation by the program described above and in its next 
revision of the By-laws. 


Downtown Mixed Use - Central Business District 


Another concept proposed in the 1978 draft By-law was a Mixed Use District 
for the downtown business area which would permit some multi-family dwellings 
to be included in an essentially congested pedestrian shopping area. This 
would provide a customer base for the businesses in the area. Wide support 
was received from the business people in the area and Town Meeting adopted 
this proposal at a fall special meeting. 
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Flood Plain Zone - Entire Town 


With the receipt of the Federal Flood Plain maps for the Town and the 
completion of the townwide drainage study maps authorized by an earlier Town 
Meeting, the Town was in a good position to meet the February 1, 1980 deadline 
for taking the next step of compliance to remain in the Federal Flood Insurance 
Program. This permits all property owners so affected to carry low-rate flood 
insurance, without which the sale of such properties would be seriously ham- 
pered. The Board proposed to a fall special Town Meeting (which adopted) a 
revision to the Zoning By-law Flood Plain District which extended the district 
to the entire Town for the 100 year flood level as established by the two sets 
of maps mentioned above. The By-law also provides that no variances or Spec- 
ial Permit can issue for any construction within the flood ways (the actual 
areas under water). 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Planning Board is charged with the responsibility of administering the 
Subdivision Control Law. It also reviews all plans showing land in the Town 
and determines whether or not they come under the Subdivision Control Law. If 
no subdivision is involved, then the Board must sign the plans in order for 
them to be filed in the Registry of Deeds. 


Approval Not Required Plans 


The Board approved 29 plans on the basis of its determination that they 
did not come under the Subdivision Control Law. These included the fol lowing: 
Lookout Farm property was divided into several additional parcels; old Audubon 
Village land, which is now being developed as a regular subdivision, had some 
land removed and restricted for surface water runoff; Open Hearth Restaurant 
rearranged its lots, as did the Carlin Office building property; and Donald 
Sims arranged 9 lots along north of Woodland Street, where single family homes 
are being built on a private street. 


PCD Development - (South of West Central Street, Opposite Boden Lane) 


The Planning Board does not have an administrative supervision over this 
series of apartment projects in the same manner as it does over a subdivision 
project. However, cooperation of the present developer is noted in presenting 
plans for review by the Board. Phase Three is now under construction, and 
Phase Two is nearing completion. When fully completed, this development wi] 
total almost 1900 apartment units, if the present plans are carried out. 


SUBDIVISION ADMINISTRATION 
Captain Tom's Hill (North of Hartford Street, Near Bishop Street) 

The final definitive plan for a single family subdivision which was ap- 
proved in 1978 showed a 2.3 acre parcel which the owner proposed to offer to 
the Town for construction of a long needed water tower or other installation 
to alleviate a water pressure problem of long standing in this part of Town, 
The Board proposed that the Town Meeting vote to acquire the parcel for $1 
and appropriate money for an engineering study to determine the best type of 
installation to provide on the parcel. Town Meeting approved these proposals. 


Carsha Heights (West of Rockland Street, North of Everett Street) 


The plan for a proposed 4-lot single family development on |Q+ acres was 
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approved in 1978. The neighbors have asked for review of this approval and a 
suit is still pending in the courts. 


Country Club Estates | (The Old ''Back Nine'' West of Mill Street) 


The streets of this subdivision were accepted by the Town at the Annual 
Town Meeting. The remaining offstreet drainage bond was released after a 
favorable recommendation of the Board of Health. The Planning Board wishes 
to express its appreciation for the fine cooperation it received from the 
Board of Health, Public Works Department and Conservation Commission as well 
as the developer, in finally closing out the administration of this subdivi- 
sion. 


Eliot Acres | - Clearview Drive (North of Woodland Street) 


This long unfinished subdivision had 4 remaining lots at the easterly end 
of Clearview Drive around a cul-de-sac. An application to reduce the number 
of lots to 2 was approved, with the understanding that no further road con- 
struction would take place. 


Eliot Acres II - (Also known as Eliot Hills II - North of Everett Street) 


The Board released the lots on this-old subdivision of 63 single family 
homes. It is now under construction. 


Orchard Estates (North of Route 30, Near Club House Lane and Indian Rock Road) 


This 7 lot subdivision on 16+ acres of land leads to the Mainstone Farm 
condominium development in Wayland. No building lots have been released but 
the road has been completed. 


Priest Subdivision (Between Appleton Road and Wheeler Lane) 


All conditions required by the Board for the benefit of the Town were 
met and all improvements were completed. The performance bonds covering of f- 
street drainage and road work were released. 


Riverbend Acres III (Ernest Drive) 


This 6 lot subdivision had a number of misfortunes befall it. The 
developer died while suit was pending by the Board to enforce the performance 
bonds for its completion. Because the developer's estate was bankrupt, the 
bond amount available was only sufficient to complete the road work. However, 
the Board was fortunate in being able to persuade a local developer who was 
doing the road work to eventually complete the -sidewalks without payment. The 
matter of street lighting and street acceptance remains. 


Oakwood (North of Winter Street) 

This new 10 lot subdivision was approved this year, with the usual condi- 
tions. The road width was reduced to a 40' right of way with a 24' paved 
area. 


Rockland Terrace (West of Rockland Street) 


All work on this 3 lot subdivision was completed except for the setting 
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and certification of bounds. 
Southview (North of Pine Street) 


Requests for release of the bonds on this subdivision were received at 
the end of the year and action on this was pending. 


NATICK'S FUTURE DEVELOPMENT 


The Board believes that exciting developments are underway for the Town. 
With new zoning in place, further development along Route 9 can be expected 
which would help increase the tax base. At the close of the year, the Town 
was considering adopting a charter and reorganizing its government. The 
Board convinced the Charter Commission to retain an elected Planning Board. 
Since significant portions of the Town remain to be developed, it was urged 
that the electorate should retain the right to directly decide the policy 
direction in which it wishes the Town to grow.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


In 1979, seventy-two (72) appeals were filed for hearing before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. Procedures for processing applications were in accordance 
with the New Zoning Enabling Statute, enacted under the provisions of Chapter 
808, of the Acts of 1975, by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, (General Laws). 


Processing Applications for Hearing: 


The ZBA is comprised of volunteer members, appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen, who meet when necessary on a weekly basis, to act on all matters 
properly brought before the Board. The primary function of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, is to preside at public hearings, on applications filed with the 
Town Clerk, requesting relief from the provisions of the zoning code, and to 
review and decide each case on its merits. Persons filing petitions for hear- 
ing, are seldom aware of the time element involved for completion of their 
particular case. The Board would therefore like to inform the citizenry, 
that applications on appeals from the zoning code, must be filed a minimum of 
three (3) weeks preceding a scheduled hearing, to allow 14 days public notice, 
as required by State Law. Petitions for hearing are rarely voted at the time 
a hearing is held. Members, usually prefer to view a site and on occasion, 
feel additional information is needed for proper deliberation. In addition, 

a written decision must be prepared, after vote of the Board and must be 
signed and approved by the membership, before filing with the Town Clerk. A 
decision of the Board is not effective until a certified copy is filed in the 
Middlesex South Registry of Deeds. State Law requires that a period of twenty 
(20) days must elapse after the date of filing of a decision with the Town 
Clerk, provided no appeal has been filed, before a decision can be recorded in 
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this manner. This twenty (20) day waiting period, affords an interested party 
the opportunity to challenge the Board's decision, by filing an appeal to the 

Superior Court. Although the Board makes every endeavor to expedite appl ica- 

tions as quickly as possible, all state and local ordinances must be observed. 
lt is therefore essential that petitioning parties, prepare their applications 
well in advance of their anticipated construction or use, to avoid unnecessary 
delays or inconvenience. 


Membership: 


Changes in membership occurred on the Zoning Board of Appeals in 1979. 
Richard A. Glaser was appointed as a Regular Member to the ZBA and Robert H. 
Egan, who held the position of Associate Member was appointed to sit as a 
Regular Member. 


Leonard |. Shapiro and William L. Snow, were appointed to serve as Associ- 
ate Members and Myron J. Douglas was re-appointed as an Associate Member to 
the Board. 


Edward C. Ehrlich and Donald P. Oulton, resigned as Associate Members to 
the Board and the Board would like to express their appreciation for the ex- 
pertise and assistance they so willingly contributed during their term of 
office. 


Mr. Edward A. Herosian, completed a five year term of office as a Regular 
Member of the Zoning Board and the Board wishes to extend their gratitude for 
the many services he so aptly rendered to the Board. 


The ZBA has had a most interesting and informative year. Various problems 
in interpretation arise in any new statute, and the New Zoning Enabling 
Statute, in its first year of implementation, was no exception. However, the 
harmonious efforts of the membership working together, accomplished the neces- 
sary transition, without delay or inconvenience to Petitioners.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Natick Conservation Commission has been in existence for eighteen 
years and continues to find the protection of wetlands its most time consuming 
assignment. Under the Wetland Protection Act (Gen. Law Chap. 131, sec. 40) 
the Natick Conservation Commission has the responsibility to see that Natick's 
remaining wetlands are protected during any type of alterations or building 
within the boundaries of the wetland itself. 
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Public Hearings were held by the Commission and the Commission issued 
Order of Conditions in the following cases: 1) Brazil Contempo, Worcester 
Street, addition to present building; 2) Peter and Veronica Carbone, Hart- 
ford Street, construction of two buildings; 3) Howard Phillips, placement of 
house on Oak Street; 4) Natick Enterprise, Inc., Tech Circle, to fill in 
wetland; 5) R. Gurwitz, Worcester Street, construction near wetland; 6) Na- 
tick Sanitary Landfill, filling of wetland; 7) IT&T, Continental Baking Co., 
Speen Street, illegal filling on Speen Street; 8) Merit Oi] Co., reconstruct 
existing gas station facility. 


The following Public Hearings were held to determine the Applicability of 
the Wetlands Act: 1) Natick Sanitary Landfill; 2) Captain Toms Hill; 3) 
Prime Computer; 4) D. Hurwitz-Ideal Aluminum. 


In February, 1979, the final adjudication of the Wendy's proposal located 
on Worcester Street was received from the DEQE ending a two year appeal pro- 
cess. Construction is progressing in strict accordance with the new technolo- 
gy outlined in that Order of Conditions. The settlement of the site has taken 
place in accordance with those calculations submitted. Continued inspection 
will provide an interesting review and study for this new technology. 


On April 2, 1979, Lookout Farm, Inc., Pleasant Street, South Natick, sub- 
mitted an application under the new Agriculture Restriction Act. This Act 232, 
Acts of 1977 allows for the acquisition of development rights which wil] 
guarantee the continuing use of the land for agriculture purposes. The Town 
will have the option to provide partial funding to augment available State 
funding at a Special Town Meeting in early 1980. 


The Commission is working with Steve Greenberg in the preparation and 
updating of Natick's plan for land use for the Conservation Department.

TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


The Town Forest Committee has reviewed its goals and objectives in rela- 
tion to the purposes of Chanter 45 M.G.L. (Town Forest Act) and the ability 
to integrate other passive recreational uses into those goals. 


It is also hoped to soon have in place, a forest management plan including 
a pilot fuel wood project on a limited basis, based on the capabilities of the 
growing site. 


Vandalism appears to be on the decline, thanks in part to the continued 
surveillance and support of the Natick Police Department and an active group 


of concerned citizens and abutters.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT AND PEST 
CONTROL 


The major concern this year was the heavy infestation of Gypsy Moth in 
the Northeast quadrant of Town and the abutting Communities of Wayland, Weston, 
Framingham, Sherborn and Wellesley. 


Available funds did allow for the aerial application of control materials 
on approximately 80 acres in and around the Clubhouse Lane area. This area 
showed egg mass counts in excess of 800 per acre. 


| submitted an article to a Special Town Meeting in November for funding to 
aerially apply control materials on approximately 3,000 acres in the Spring 
of 1980. Egg mass count now range between 6,000 and 12,000 per acre. 


Lacking support from those people in the affected area and an introduced 
calculated, misinforming and unobjective campaign based on speculation, hypo- 
thetical clinical statistics, it does not appear that a realistic control pro- 
gram will be in place prior to the emergence of the caterpillars in early 
May. Total defoliation can be expected in most of the area from the Wayland 
line on Route 30, Southerly to Route 16 in Sherborn and Glen Street in Dover, 
in a width following Pine Street to Union Street again Southerly to the Sher- 
born Line. 


My suggested control program was based on the use for E.P.A. approved 
material with particular labeled limitation that would have been achievable 
with aerial application. That material has a proven efficacy (kill) rate 
which can effectively reduce the epidemic outreach down beyond the point where 
major successive build-ups on infestations are significantly reduced. 


| based my recommendation as Superintendent of Insect and Pest Control 
on the most effective, allowable material at the lowest possible cost. 


To allow conjecture, misinformation, clinical hypothesis and a totally 
unobjective do-gooder attitude, play a part in a control recommendation is in 
my opinion totally without merit and would be contrary to the safe use of 
pesticides. 


Unless further Town Meeting action is forth-coming by way of citizen 
petition, it does not appear that an effective control program will be in 
place by the 1980 hatching period. 


The resolution of such issues as economic damage parasitism, physiological 
effects safe use of pesticides will be left to a later date. 


| will be available to make recommendation on individual problems with 
advice on allowable materials, phenesones (attractants) and systemic 
combination.

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TREE WARDEN 


Of major significance to the on-going progress of the tree related acti- 
vities in Natick, has been the receipt of a Shade Tree Inventory, made avail- 
able through matching State Funds. The first area selected was approximately 
ten miles of public streets using the Common as a hub. 


A computerized print-out, outlining location, species, condition, work 
needed and vacant location for future planting and a total economic valuation 


will provide the basis for an efficient needs and service schedule for most 
efficient public tree maintenance. 


| have requested funding to double the inventory area in the 1980-81 
budget. 


Approximately eighty-one 23 - 3 inch trees were planted this fall and an 
additional one hundred and ten are anticipated to be planted in the spring of 
1980. These are part of an expanded tree planting program as approved by 
special action at Town Meeting. 


Certain budgetary constraints affecting the capabilities of the Forestry 
Department resulted from Town Meeting acts ranging from 53% in Salaries and 
Wages to approximately 18% in Tools and Equipment. Realistically manpower and 
Operating costs can be reduced only to a certain point beyond which its total 
effectiveness is diminished. Town Meeting and the public must clearly deter- 
mine from what point they can and will accept this diminishment in service. 


In respect to several Committee study reports, any and all proposed 
Organizational and procedural changes must be judged and evaluated on the 
premise that they will provide a higher quality and a more efficient tree 
related service to the community.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF 
THE POSSIBLE TAKEOVER OF THE FORESTRY 
DEPARTMENT BY THE PUBLIC WORKS 
DEPARTMENT 


Established by the Annual Town Meeting in the spring of 1978, the com- 
mittee was granted a one year extension by the 1979 Annual Town Meeting for a 
wider scope of study. The prime objective was to provide the Town of Natick 
with more efficient forestry services. After much research and deliberation, 
the committee concluded that Natick's forestry needs would be best served by 
placing the forestry services under the control of the Department of Public 
Works or by the establishment of a Department of Land and Natural Resources 
(a consolidated department of tree, park and ground services, and conserva- 
tion land maintenance) . 
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The majority believes that at the present time Natick's forestry needs 
would be best served by establishing a Tree Department at the divisional level 
under the control of the Department of Public Works and eliminating a separate 
Forestry Department as it currently exists. The division would be headed by 
a Tree Warden appointed by the Commissioners of Public Works. The position 
would require relevant qualifications. 


If the merger is adopted, there should be a periodic evaluation of its 
effectiveness over the next three to five years with an eye towards consol i- 
dating forestry, parks and conservation land maintenance.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Historic District Commission, with its responsibilities now enlarged 
to include both the John Eliot Historic District and the Henry Wilson Historic 
District, has had a busy year, with members gathering at numerous meetings to 
familiarize themselves with the work before them and to hold discussions with 
representatives of the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 


Among the applications to come before the Commission over the course of 
the year were the following: 


-An application for a Certificate of Appropriateness by Mr. and Mrs. 
Kevin Sullivan, 118 West Central Street, in the Henry Wilson Historic District, 
for a cedar post, a light on the post, a rail fence, a change in the front 
walk, and the installation of shutters. 

The application was approved. 


-An application for a Certificate of Appropriateness by Dr. Paul A. Cur- 
tiss, 17 Pleasant Street, in the John Eliot Historic District, for a four- 
foot white picket fence across the front of his property, and a small addition 
to the rear of his tool shed. 

The application was approved. 


-An application for a Certificate of Appropriateness by the Bacon Free 
Library in the John Eliot Historic District for a fire escape on the library's 
rear north side, to be connected by exit doors to the building's first and 
second floors; also for a front door that would open out onto a platform and 
raised front steps. 

The application was approved. 


-An application for a Certificate of Hardship from the New England Tele- 
phone Company for a service access cabinet at 44 West Central Street, in the 
Henry Wilson Historic District. 

The application was denied after several meetings, hearings and discus- 
sions, on the grounds that the Telephone Company had not demonstrated hard- 
ship, that the installation would derogate from the intent of the Henry Wilson 
Historic District enabling statute, and that the unit would be detrimental to 
the character of the Historic District as a whole. 


During the year, the Board of Selectmen raised questions as to the pos- 
sible withdrawal of several properties from the Henry Wilson Historic District. 
A hearing was held by the Selectmen, and the issues raised were also consi- 
dered by the Historic District Commission; however, formal action was not 
necessary, due to the fact that no compelling reasons for taking such action 
were given. 


The Historic District Commission is deeply appreciative of the coopera- 
tion it has received from many town boards, from individuals who kept members 
informed of regulations under consideration, and those who were considerate of 
the Commission's attempts to operate correctly in a comparatively new field. 


There is much more to be done. Many property owners have expressed a 
desire to be included in the John Eliot Historic District and to have the 
center of South Natick included on the National Register of Historic Places. 
We look forward to cooperating with the Natick Historic Commission in order to 
work toward these goals.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


Regular meetings of the Council are held on the second Wednesday of the 
month at 7:30 P.M. at the Senior Center, 10 Wilson Street. Special meetings 
are held as needs dictate. All of our meetings are open to the public. We 
have had an increase of some 15% in the attendance at the Center. This, 3! 
think, can be attributed to the many and varied programs conducted at the Cen- 
ter. We offer: Fun & Games, Swimming, Bowling, Arts & Crafts, Crewel & 
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Needlepoint, Liquid Art, Painting, Square Dancing, Exercise Classes, Bridge, 
Discussion Groups, Sing-a-longs. All of this in addition to our Hot Lunch 
program (daily), Blood Pressure clinic twice a month and numerous other 
activities. 


Our Senior Citizens continued use of the Town mini-bus which accounts 
for about 35% of the total ridership of the bus was 2m 500 E a dase? At 'a 
total of $5,625 of which $3,375 was paid for by the Town and $2,250 paid for 
by the users. This, I think, is a very worth-while expenditure of town funds 
compared to previous years. 


This year we introduced a Food Co-op, which affords the Senior Citizens 
an opportunity to buy fresh produce in season and eggs, all at or below Super- 
market prices. This program may be expanded as need dictates. 


The subsidized Taxi Service is certainly one of our most worth while 
programs. It offers your Senior Citizens the opportunity to keep doctors 
and/or hospital visits in the Boston/Worcester corridor for chemotherapy, 
kidney dialysis, in addition to regular scheduled visits for check-ups, 
food shopping, also attendance to the hot lunch program at the Center. 


This program has been funded through September 1980 and 94 individuals 
were serviced for a total of 723 round trips. The total cost of the program 
was $8,123 of which $641 was paid by the Town. The users contributed $2,031 
as their share. 


We also held two Healthy programs which when translated means: Health, 
Education and learning to help yourself in addition to the annual ''Flu-Shots''. 
We are very grateful to the Leonard Morse Hospital staff and also to the Na- 
tick Board of Health for assistance this past year in all of our Health re- 
lated programs. One thousand thirty-three individuals attended the Blood 
Pressure clinic this past year. 


Our hot lunch program continues to rise in attendance, we served 11,288+ 
meals of which 2,822 were delivered to those unable to come to the Center due 
to being confined for numerous reasons beyond their control. An additional 


44 meals were delivered over the holiday period. 


Our overall attendance at the Center was 14,771 an increase over last 
year. We also referred 641 individuals to other agencies for assistance in 
areas that we were unable to be of assistance to their needs. 


Our spring and fall Fairs were very successful, we raised $2,608.05 in 
addition to the many contributions amounting to $776.91, making a total of 
$3,384.96 turned in to the Town. This does not reflect the other monies 
generated by the various Federal and/or State grants which in itself is 
considerable some $25,000+ which are not reflected in this report. We are 
also grateful to the many volunteers who contributed over two thousand hours 
this past year in the lunch program, newsletter and other areas. Transposed 
into a dollar value it would exceed $6,500. 


We are very grateful to the ''Friends of Natick Senior Center, Inc.'' 
for their generosity, they paid $1,300 for mailing of the monthly newsletter 
4,000 copies in addition to buying a movie sound projector at a cost of over 
$700. They also have $1,400 set aside for the year 1980 mailing plus re- 
stocking of tools and possibly a new gas stove. We are also grateful to them 
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for their many hours as volunteers for various and necessary projects conducted 
at the Center. All of this at considerable savings of town funds. This year a 
cement ramp was constructed for easier entrance to the Center, we also had a 
new ''Barrier Free'! bathroom installed for the handicapped. At the present time 
we are in the process of painting the interior and we intend to install three 
ceiling fans for both cooling and circulating of warm air, an ENERGY saver. 
Hopefully, we will have a public showing this spring to acquaint the public to 
our ''new look'' and also be able to see what is available to them. 


We want to express our appreciation to all of the civic and fraternal or- 
ganizations in addition to the various religious organizations and various 
merchants who all so unselfishly assisted us this past year. We are indebted 
to the various town departments for the many services they provided. We are 
especially indebted to the Recreation Commission for their invaluable services. 
We realize that without the Support Groups that we have occasion to use quite 
frequently we could not function as effectively as we do. To name a few, 
they are: Baypath Senior Citizens Services, South Middlesex Opportunity Coun- 
cil, Nutrition, Legal Services and Trinity Mental Health in addition to the 
Department of Elder Affairs, from which all of these groups are part and parcel 
of. 


A new service available as of the first of 1980 for all our Senior Citi- 
zens will be the services of two Out Reach workers which we hope will be 
utilized to its fullest. This is a service we are able to offer due to a 
State Grant.

YOUTH AND HUMAN RESOURCES 
COMMITTEE 


The Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee is an agency of the Town of 
Natick, mandated by annual Town Meeting to service the adolescent population of 
the town. Its primary operating budget and staff salaries are raised from the 
municipal tax levy. An additional 2/3 of our funding was generated from the 
State Department of Mental Health, CETA, and private donations. A Committee 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen is responsible for the policies, procedures 
and expenditures of the agency. The Executive Director implements youth pro- 
grams in accordance with the goals set forth by the Committee and hires staff 
necessary to implement these programs. Presently, the agency operates three 
components: 1. The Natick Community Farm; 2. The Delinquency Prevention/ 
Juvenile Justice Outreach Program; and 3. The Job Bank. A Foster Family Pro- 
gram is being developed. 


1. The Natick Community Farm is a work and learning experience designed to 
provide agricultural activities to both "high risk'! and non-troubled youth. 
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Over the year, approximately 150 young persons worked at the Farm in our CETA- 
funded ''Operation Homestead''; in our summer gardening program; in the winter 
and spring maple-sugaring; and caring for animals year round. Groups of 5th, 
6th and 7th graders participated in special gardening groups with our Juvenile 
Justice Outreach Worker. Field trips from schools, local girls' and boys! 
groups, and other interested groups take place regularly throughout the year. 
Many youth come to the Farm on their own initiative; others are referred through 
school personnel, the Natick District Court, the Police, and other community 
agencies. The Farm provides a structured setting where they can increase their 
self-esteem, develop social skills, and learn positive work habits which wil] 
enable them to become fully functioning adults. 


2. The Delinquency Prevention/Juvenile Justice Outreach Program is an 
integral part of our services to the youth of the town. During the year, 107 
youth were involved with the program on a formal basis; an additional 50 youth 
had informal contact. Our outreach approach continues to prove itself as the 
most viable and effective in contacting and relating to alienated and at-risk 
youth. By providing a variety of services as a counselor/advocate, coordina- 
tor, and streetworker, our outreach worker is able to meet the varying needs 
of local youth. Her accessibility plays a crucial role in the development of 
relationships necessary to do this. While our target age population is 12-16, 
increasing requests for services indicate the need to reach into the elementary 
school ages. A result of this will be an elementary group co-led by the out- 
reach worker and school counselor. Over the past year, personal growth groups 
at 2 junior high schools were conducted in conjunction with weekend outdoor ex- 
periences. The focus of these groups is values clarification and decision mak- 
ing. A drug and alcohol education program was sponsored with the Parents Co- 
ordinating Council, which will continue with the involvement of parents, tea- 
chers, and students throughout the 1979-80 school year. Work with the Natick 
District Court continues. Referrals for individual and family work also come 
from the Natick Public Schools and other community agencies and individuals, 
including the Police. Some youth are self-referred. Participation in the 
Campership Coalition, an area-wide group providing funding for low income youth 
to attend camp, resulted in several Natick youth being awarded stipends. Street 
work continues to offer the worker a chance to meet kids on their own terms and 
increase the effectiveness of the overall program. Under the direction of the 
Juvenile Justice Advisory Committee and based on a needs assessment conducted 
by them, a Foster Family program is being developed on a pilot basis which will 
eventually be licensed by the State. 


3. The Job Bank acts as a job clearinghouse for Natick youth ages 12-16. 
Community persons who have jobs available contact us. Youth registered in our 
job bank are referred to them. Last year 68 kids worked over 100 part time and 
odd jobs, providing youngsters with a training ground for learning basic job 
skills and work attitudes. 


On an area basis, Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee has been in- 
volved in representing the needs of Natick youth and advocating for the neces- 
sary services. 


As a community agency, Natick Youth and Human Resources is committed to 
the belief that when kids know they have the concern and support of those around 
them and have experiences which make them feel worthwhile, the whole community 
benefits from what they have to offer. To the many people who have devoted 
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their time and energy to our youth, we say ''Thank You!'.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


During 1979 South Middlesex Opportunity Council, Inc. (SMOC) celebrated 
its fourteenth year of existence by continuing to operate a variety of programs 
and services designed to assist the children, youth, adult, and elderly popu- 
lation of this area who are economically disadvantaged. In 1979 a total of 
13,871 local residents were served by this agency. As the area's official anti 
poverty agency, SMOC continued to provide overall planning, coordination finan- 
cial administration, technical assistance, and management for the programs 
Operated by its components. In addition, the Board and staff of the agency 
worked cooperatively with a number of other organizations and community groups 
in efforts designed to upgrade the quality of life for low-income people. 


In 1979 SMOC received and administered a total of $3.5 million in federal 
and state funds. Of this total only 4.8% was utilized to administrate the 
agency while 95.2% was utilized for community programming. Based on a congres- 
sional funding multiplier effort of 4.0 SMOC's operation in the local area dur- 
ing the year infused the local economy to a total of nearly fourteen (14) 
million dollars through purchase of goods and services, payroll, and deposits. 


The Board of Directors of SMOC, comprised of one third public officials, 
one third low-income persons, and one third interested private groups continued 
to develop and set policy for the entire agency. To this and the Selectmen of 
the town of Natick have designated Erica Ball as their representative to the 
Board. 


Cited below are the specific programs which SMOC operated during the year: 


A. Preschool Day Care, After School Day Care, and Family Day Care Programs: 
for children of working parents, operating centers in Framingham and 
Marlboro, in order to provide child care, educational, social, health, 
and nutritional services for children 25 to 11 years of age. 


In 1979 a total of 265 children were served by this program. 


B. Regional Headstart Program: which provides pre-school age children and 
their families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and 
supportive social services in both a center-based and Homestart model. 


In 1979 a total of 393 children were served by this program. 


C. Headstart Child Care Clinic: which in conjunction with Framingham Union 
Hospital, operates a Pediatric Clinic for low-income children. The Clinic 
provides preventive and diagnostic treatment, screening, audio visual, and 
Denver Developmental testing, as well as follow-up care and referrals. 


During 1979 over 3,126 Clinic visits were made and 2,102 children were 
served. 


D. An Energy and Weatherization Program: which worked to lessen the impact 
of the high cost of fuel on low-income families through installation of 
insulation, caulking, weatherstripping, and other home repairs in 25 units 
in 1979. The program also provided emergency assistance to 2,050 area 
residents who faced fuel and/or utility shutoffs. 
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A Community Food and Nutrition ROO eit. which worked toward food and 


agricultural self sufficiency, with several community gardens, including 

a ''solarpod'' demonstration project, a farmer's market, and canning and 
nutrition workshops. In addition the project provided information to local 
residents regarding the federal food stamp program. Started food buying 
clubs at two (2) senior centers (Natick and Framingham) and began organi- 
zing a storefront food co-op in Framingham. 


A total of 1,328 persons were served by this program in 1979. 


An Alcohol Detoxification Center: which operates an inpatient facility 
designed to provide alcohol detoxification services to male and female 
clients in the Greater Framingham, Greater Marlboro, and Greater Newton 
areas. Intake, medical screening, detoxification, clinical evaluation, 
and referral services are provided seven (7) days per week on a twenty- 
four (24) hour basis. 


During 1979, 1,889 admissions occurred through this program. 


An Alcohol Rehabilitation Center: which offers comprehensive services for 
the drinker and his/her family including an Outpatient Program; a Drinking 
Driving Program (DIAL) operated in conjunction with the District Courts; 
an Alcohol Education Program; a Young Peoples Program; Alcoholic Anonymous 
(A.A.) information and meeting; and a Drop-In-Center. 


During 1979, a total of 1,500 persons were assisted by ARC. 


An Elderly Nutrition Program: which provides senior citizens, particularly 


those of low-income with low cost nutritionally sound meals served in 
strategically located centers where they can obtain other social and re- 
habilitative services. SMOC has to date established six (6) congregate 
meal sites: in Natick at the Senior Center; in Framingham at the Callahan 
Center; and the Corner (46 Concord Street, Framingham); in Marlboro at 

the Senior Center; in Southboro at the Fayville Town Hal] (serving South- 
boro, Ashland, Holliston, and Hopkinton residents); and in Hudson at the 
Senior Drop-In-Center. During 1979 a total of 2,188 persons were served 
at these sites. In addition we provided home delivered meals to 384 per- 
sons who were homebound in Framingham, Natick, Marlboro, Hudson, Southboro, 
Ashland, Hopkinton, Holliston, Westboro, Northboro, Sherborn and Dover. 


During 1979 a total of 75,989 congregate site meals, and a total of 35,301 
home delivered meals were served. 


An Advocacy and Community Organizing Program: During 1979, SMOC undertook 


development of a formalized and systematic planning process for the agency 
as a whole. The multi-year plan which was developed addresses community 
determined priorities including energy, welfare rights, health, housing, 
and transportation. 


SMOC Manpower Services: which operates a number of programs for youth 
and adults including the Neighborhood Youth Corps, serving CETA eligible 
low-income teenagers through job placement, educational and supportive 
services through In-School, Out-of School, Summer Program, and Project 
Horizon; an Adult Work Experience Program providing eligible residents 
twenty-two (22) years of age or older with transitional work experience 
employment. 
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During 1979 a total of 666 youth, and a total of 318 adults were served 
through Manpower services. 


K. South Middlesex Legal Services: established as an affiliate agency of SMOC, 
this program under the auspices of its own Board of Directors provides le- 
gal assistance in civil matters to eligible low-income residents in such 
areas as housing law, administrative law, and domestic relations. The 
program also operates the Senior Citizen Legal Services Project which is 
specifically designed to assist eligible elderly residents with legal re- 
presentation in civil matters. 


In 1979 Legal Services opened a total of 618 cases; closed a total of 517 
cases; with a total of 285 cases pending. 


The agency now in its fifteenth year of operation has continued its steady 
growth in both total funds received and persons employed. In addition, the 
agency has increased its emphasis on three basic economic problems in the local 
area, namely shelter, food costs, and energy costs, through such mechanisms as 
Strong advocacy, home weatherization, food cooperatives, and community gardens. 


The Board of Directors of SMOC which sets policy for the agency has man- 
dated that during 1980 this emphasis continue as the severe economic strain on 


area elderly and low-income residents increases.

3. Permitted Uses - Large Parcels: In addition to 
the foregoing uses, the following uses are permitted in 
HM-! Districts on premises with minimum lot area in ex- 
cess of 200,000 square feet and conforming to the re- 
quirements of Section III-B (5) hereinafter set forth: 
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(a) Business or professional office or agency; bank or other 
financial institution; administrative office; clerical office; statistical 
office; establishment for research and/or development; craft, consumer, pro- 
fessional or commercial service establishment dealing directly with the 
general public; business training centers; 


(b) Retail stores; 


(c) Wholesale or retail office or showroom with inside storage of 
goods for sale on the premises only; 


(d) The storage and parking of motor vehicles, with no provision 
for operations incidental to the servicing of such vehicles; 


(e) Printing or publishing establishment; 


(f) Restaurant, tea room, lunchroom or other eating establishment 
serving food and beverages on the premises, and/or serving food and beverages 
and providing live or mechanical entertainment, and/or servicing customers out- 
side of the building, and/or serving premises of a hotel with or without 
accompanying entertainment, including without limitation all restaurants, cock- 
tail lounges, room service facilities, and meeting and function rooms on hotel 
premises; provided any portion of a structure dedicated to such use is located 
at least one hundred (100) feet from the nearest residentially zoned district; 


(g) Library; museum; 


(h) Hotel; motel. 


4. Allowed Uses - Large Parcels: In addition to the foregoing uses, the 
following uses are permitted in HM-I Districts on premises with minimum lot 
area in excess of 200,000 square feet and conforming to the requirements of 
Section I11-B(5) hereinafter set forth provided a Special Permit is obtained 
from the Board of Appeals acting as a special permit granting authority in 
accordance with Section VI-E-2: 


(a) Indoor and/or outdoor amusement or recreational uses, excluding 
outdoor movie theatres, provided that any portion of a structure dedicated to 
such uses is located at least one hundred (100) feet from the nearest residen- 
tially zoned district and that golf shall be by natural light only; 


(b) Private landing area to be used solely for the landing, taking 
off and storage of helicopters. 


5. Intensity Regulations - Large Parcel Uses: Where uses exist or are 


proposed which are permitted by Sections |1!-B(3) or II1-B(4) hereof, the 


following intensity regulations shall apply in lieu of the intensity regula- 
tions set forth in Section IV-B. (Where no such uses exist, the applicable 
intensity regulations of Section IV-B shall apply. Furthermore, the general 
requirements of Section IV-A of these By-laws shall apply.) 


(a) Minimum lot area: 200,000 square feet. 
(b) Minimum continuous frontage: 200 feet. 
(c) Minimum depth: 200 feet. 


(d) Minimum front yard: 85 feet (excluding staircases, ramps and 
other facilities required by law for the safe use of the structure). 
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(e) Minimum side yard and rear yard: Where side yards or rear 
yards abut premises used for residential purposes, such yards shall maintain 
the following depth along said boundaries: one and one-half (1-1/2) times 
the height of the structure located adjacent to said side yard or rear yard 
but not less than fifty (50) feet. Where said yard or yards do not abut such 
residentially used premises, such side yards and/or rear yards shall be fifty 
(50) feet in width. There shall be excluded from the computation of side and 
rear yard depth, protrusions for staircases, ramps, and other facilities re- 
quired by law for the safe use of the structure. 


(f) Maximum building coverage: 50% including accessory buildings. 
(g) Maximum height of buildings: 75 feet. 


(h) Open space requirement per lot: A strip of landscaped open 
Space at least four (4) feet in width shall be maintained at all side lot 
lines and rear lot lines. Along those portions of lot lines that abut resi-- 
dentially zoned districts, there shall be created and maintained a strip of 
landscaped open space of at least twenty (20) feet in width (including the 
foregoing strip) for any lot whose area is more than five (5) acres but less 
than ten (10) acres, with ten (10) additional feet of width for each additional 
five (5) acres of lot area, but in no event shall it be required that any 
such open space be more than fifty (50) feet in width. Moreover, it shall not 
be required that any such open space be wider than the width of the respective 
existing side, rear or front yard of the premises, as the case may be, so long 
as such yard conforms with the requirements of these By-Laws. All such land- 
Scaped open spaces may be interrupted for pedestrian, vehicular and utility 
installation and access. All landscaping shall be constructed and maintained 
as provided in Section IV-B(x) of these By-Laws. No additional buffers shall 
be required under this Section at property lines at which the requirements of 
these By-laws for landscaping adjacent to rights-of-way are satisfied. 


(i) Structures in existence January 1, 1979: Notwishstanding the 
foregoing requirements, structures in existence on January 1, 1979, and im- 
provements thereto such as the addition of access and egress facilities, 
addition of new building facades and the addition of structural supports, shal] 
be deemed to satisfy the requirements of (d), (e) and (g) of this subsection.

9. To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-laws (''Administration'') by 
inserting the following text after Section VI-D as a new Section VI-DD: 


"VI-DD SITE PLAN REVIEW 
1. Purpose and Intent: 


The purpose of the site’ plan review procedure hereby estab- 
lished is to protect the safety, public health, convenience and general wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of the Town by providing a comprehensive review of 
plans for those uses and structures which have a substantial impact upon the 
character of the Town and upon traffic, utilities and property values therein. 
Specific factors to be considered are the placement of buildings and utilities, 
Surface and groundwater drainage, water supply, parking, loading, landscaping, 
lighting, dust and noise control, access to the development, acceptable 
sanitary conditions and the proper provision for open areas. The site plan 
review procedure is intended to insure compliance with all applicable bylaws 
and statutes. It is also designed to assist those wishing to build major 
projects within the Town by providing them with the necessary information 
about all of the Town's requirements affecting their project prior to the 
Start of any construction or the issuance of any permits. It is the intent 
of the site plan review procedure that any Final Site Plan filed with the 
Planning Board shall receive the approval of such Board if said Plan conforms 
to the standards established herein and to the reasonable rules and regulations 
of the Planning Board made in conformity with these By-laws. 


2. General Requirements: 


a. Applicability: All uses permitted by Section 1I11-B(3) 
or Section III-B(4) hereof, except those involving only the use of structures 
in existence on January 1, 1979 together with any alterations and extensions 
thereto which do not increase the ground coverage of all buildings on the pre- 
mises by more than 5%, shall be subject to the site plan review procedure de- 
scribed herein. No person shall undertake such use or alteration unless he 
has first submitted to the Planning Board for its approval a Final Site Plan 
of such proposed use or alteration. Once approved such plan shall not be 
changed in any material respect without being amended or modified in the same 
manner as provided for obtaining initial approval. No building or use permit 
shall be issued by the Building Inspector for any use subject to this site 
plan review procedure, and no construction or site preparation shall be 
Started, until a decision of the Planning Board approving the Final Site Plan 
has been filed with the Town Clerk. 
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b. Certificate of Occupancy & Designer's Certification: 


No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for any 
structure or parcel subject to a site plan review procedure unless it, and 
all its related facilities, substantially conform to the approved Final Site 
Plan. The applicant shall submit to the Building Inspector written certifica- 
tion from a professional engineer, architect, or landscape architect, pre- 
ferably the one who prepared the Final Site Plan, that the work has been com- 
pleted substantially in accord with the approved Final Site Plan. The Build- 
ing Inspector shall deny the issuance of a certificate of occupancy if a pro- 
fessional engineer's, architect's or landscape architect's certification is 
not so provided. 


c. Start of Construction: Construction on a site must be 
started within one year from the date of Final Site Plan approval. Approval 
of a Final Site Plan may be extended for one additional year at the discretion 
of the Planning Board after receipt of a written request from the owner or 
his designated agent and for good cause shown. If one year has elapsed from 
the date of approval and no extension has been granted, or if so granted then 
at the end of such one year extension no construction has been started, the 
Final Site Plan approval shall become null and void, without requiring any 
further action by the Planning Board. 


3. Procedure : 


The Planning Board shall adopt such rule and regulations 
for carrying out its duties under this Section DD as a special permit granting 
authority in accordance with Section 9 of General Laws Chapter 40A, these 
By-laws, and the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
Planning Board may in any particular case, where such action is allowed by 
law, in the public interest and not inconsistent with the purpose and intent 
of this site plan review procedure, waive strict compliance with its rules and 
regulations. The Planning Board may provide for a schedule of examination 
fees in connection with the site plan review procedure herein provided. 


a. Submission of Plans; Notice and Hearing: 


Although preliminary plans may be discussed informally with 
the Planning Board, only one plan submission is required. An application for 
Final Site Plan approval shall be made by filing an application with the 
Planning Board; the applicant shall also file a copy of such application with 
the Town Clerk. 


b. Approval and Disapproval; Notice and Hearing: 


Before approval, approval subject to conditions or dis- 
approval of a Final Site Plan is given, a public hearing shall be held by 
the Planning Board in the manner set forth in General Laws Chapter LOA, Sec- 
tion 11. The Planning Board shall file its decision with the Town Clerk and 
shall send notice of such action by registered or certified mail, postage 
prepaid, to the applicant. In the event of disapproval, the Planning Board 
shall state in detail wherein the plan does not conform with legal require- 
ments. Reconsideration of applications and withdrawal of applications shall 
be in accordance with General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 16. 
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c. Failure to Act: Failure of the Planning Board to take final 
action upon an application for site plan review within ninety days following a 
public hearing shall be deemed to be approval of such application. 


d. Right of Appeal: Any person aggrieved by a decision of the 
Planning Board may appeal to the Superior Court or to the Land Court in accor- 
dance with General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 11. 


4. Criteria for Approval: 


In considering a Final Site Plan for approval, the Planning 
Board shall assure that the following criteria are met: 


a. Compliance with all provisions of the Zoning Bylaws; 


b. Protection of adjoining premises against seriously detri- 
mental or offensive uses on the site; 


c. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement 
on the site and in relation to adjacent streets, and properties, and for the 
location of driveway openings in relation to street traffic; 


d. Adequacy of the methods of disposal of wastes; 


e. Protection of significant features on the site and in ad- 
jacent areas insofar as consistent with the purposes of these By-laws. 


5. Standards for Site Plan: 


The following performance standards shall be utilized by the 
Planning Board in addition to any specific standards prescribed elsewhere in 
these By-laws or in the Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board, in re- 
viewing all site plans. These standards are intended to provide guidance to 
the applicant in the preparation of his plans as well as guidelines for review. 
These standards shall not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They are not 
intended to discourage creativity, invention and innovation. However, the 
issues and concerns which they represent must be addressed to the satisfaction 
of the Planning Board in the Final Site Plan. 


a. Preservation of Landscape: The landscape shall be preserved 
in its natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing tree and soil 
removal, and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the general appearance 
of the neighboring developed areas. Where tree coverage does not exist or has 
been removed, new planting may be required. Finish site contours shall depart 
only minimally from the character of the natural site and surrounding pro- 
perties. 


b. Relation of Buildings to Environment: Proposed development 
shall be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, scale and siting 
of existing buildings in the vicinity that have functional or visual relation- 
ship to the proposed buildings. All buildings and other structures shall be 
sited to minimize disruption of the topography. Strict attention shall be 
given to proper functional, visual, and spatial relationship of all structures, 
landscape elements, and paved areas. 


c. Open Space: All open space (landscaped and usable) shall be 
so designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by maximizing 
its visibility to persons passing the site or overlooking it from nearby 
properties. 
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d. Circulation: With respect to vehicular and pedestrial cir- 
culation, including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives and parking, special 
attention shall be given to location and number of access points to the public 
street (especially in relation to existing traffic controls), width of interior 
drives and access points, general interior circulation, separation of pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic, access to community facilities, and arrangement of park- 
ing areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as practicable, do not 
detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings and structures and the 
neighboring properties. 


e. Surface Water Drainage: Special attention shall be given to 
proper site surface drainage so that removal of surface waters will not ad- 
versely affect neighboring properties or the public storm drainage system, nor 
obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian traffic, and will not create 
puddles in the paved areas. All surface water drained from roofs, streets, 
parking lots and other site features shall be disposed of in a safe and 
efficient manner which shall not create problems of water run-off or erosion 
on the site in question or on other sites. Insofar as possible natural drain- 
age courses, swales properly stabilized with plant materials or paving when 
necessary, and drainage impounding areas, shall be utilized to dispose of 
water on the site through natural percolation to a degree equivalent to that 
prior to development. 


f. Utilities: The placement of electric, telephone and other 
utility lines and equipment, such as water, sewer or gas, shall be underground; 
and coordinated whenever possible. The proposed method of sanitary sewage 
disposal and solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be indicated pre- 
cisely on the plans. 


g. Advertising: All signs and advertising devices shall be in 
conformance with Section V-H of these By-laws. All signs and outdoor ad- 
vertising features shall be reviewed as an integral element in the design and 
planning of all development on the site. 


h. Other Site Features: Exposed storage areas, exposed 
machinery installations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings 
and structures, and similar accessory areas and structures shall be subject 
to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screening methods as shall be 
reasonably required to prevent their being a hazard or being visually incon- 
grous with the existing or contemplated environment and the surrounding pro- 
perties. 


i. Safety: With respect to personal safety, all open and en- 
closed spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation and maxi- 
mize accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency personnel and equip- 
ment. 


6. Certificate of Completion: 


a. Certificate of Occupancy, issued by the Building Inspector 
for any activity requiring site plan approval shall constitute a certificate 
that such construction was performed and completed in compliance with an 
approved Final Site Plan and such Certifications shall be conclusive for al] 
purposes.” 
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10. To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-laws (''Administration'') by inserting 
the following text after Section VI-E as a new Section VI-EE: 


"VI-EE. PLANNING BOARD AS SPECIAL PERMIT GRANTING AUTHORITY. 


There shall be a Special Permit Granting Authority consisting of the 
five (5) members of the Planning Board. The Chairman, Vice Chairman and Clerk 
of the Planning Board shall serve in a similar capacity with respect to its 
activities under this section. The Planning Board acting as a Special Permit 
Granting Authority shall adopt rules, not inconsistent with the provisions of 
these By-laws and Chapter 40A of the General Laws for the conduct of its 
business hereunder. 


1. Powers: The Planning Board as a Special Permit Granting Author- 
ity may hear and decide applications for site plan approvals. 


11. Or otherwise act thereon. 


The respective portions of this Article shall be severable, and may be 
adopted in whole or in part by the Town. Should any section or provision of 
this Article not be duly approved by the Town, or if the same should there- 
after not be approved by the Attorney General or be ruled invalid, the re- 
maining sections and provisions shall nonetheless continue in full force and 
effect.

(PLANNING BOARD) 


Voted, Unanimously: 


1. To amend Section | of the Zoning By-laws (''General'') by adding after Section 
1-C the following new section: 
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'1-CC. PURPOSE OF HIGHWAY MIXED USE - | (HM-1I) DISTRICTS. 
Within the purposes expressed in Section I-A and in General 
Laws Chapter 40A, the particular intent of these By-laws 
relating to HM-I Districts is to provide for large-scale 
development which may have an intermixture of office, 
industrial and/or commercial uses and to provide flexibility 
for creative land planning on large parcels of land along or 
near major highways.'!! 


2. To amend Section II-A-! of the Zoning By-Laws (''Use Districts - Type of 
Districts'') by adding thereto the following designation of a new Use District: 


"Highway Mixed Use - | HM-I''. 


3. To amend Section III-A of the Zoning By-Laws (''Use Regulations Schedule - 
Permitted Uses in Districts: Use Regulation Schedule'') by adding to such 
schedule the following text denoting a new column for the Highway Mixed Use - 
| District and denoting a footnote reference: 


"'HM- | +!!, 
and to add to such schedule the following footnote text: 


"+ See Highway Mixed Use - | District regulations 
at Section III-B.'' 


4. To amend Section III of the Zoning By-Laws (''Use Regulations Schedule'') 
by adding the following text after Section III-A as a new Section I!1-B: 


"T11-B. HIGHWAY MIXED USE - | (HM-I) DISTRICTS USE REGULATIONS: 

Only those uses provided for below are permitted or allowed in a High- 
way Mixed Use - | (HM-I) District. To the extent permitted by law, 
all other uses are prohibited. 


1. Permitted Uses: The following uses are permitted as of 
right on all premises in HM-I Districts: 


(a) Any use permitted as of right in Industrial Two 
(IN=1 EDEStricts? 


2. Allowed Uses: The following uses are permitted on all 
premises in HM-I Districts provided a Special Permit is obtained 
from the Board of Appeals acting as a special permit granting 
authority in accordance with Section VI-E-2: 


(a) Any use permitted with a Special Permit in Industrial 
Two (IN-I1) Districts. 


3. Permitted Uses - Large Parcels: In addition to the foregoing 
uses, the following uses are permitted in HM-I Districts on premises 
with minimum lot area in excess of 200,000 square feet and conforming 
to the requirements of Section I11-B(5) hereinafter set forth: 
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(a) Business or professional office or agency; bank or other finan- 
cial institution; administrative office; clerical office; statistical office; 
establishment for research and/or development; craft, consumer, professional 
or commercial service establishment dealing directly with the general public; 
business training centers; 


[b)is.Retaul Scones: 


(c) Wholesale or retail office or showroom with, inside storage of 
goods for sale on the premises only; 


(d) The storage and parking of motor vehicles, with no provisions 
for operations incidental to the servicing of such vehicles; 


(e) Printing or publishing establishment; 


(f) Restaurant, tea room, lunchroom or other eating establishment 
serving food and beverages on the premises, and/or serving food and beverages 
and providing live or mechanical entertainment, and/or servicing customers 
outside of the building, and/or serving premises of a hotel with or without 
accompanying entertainment, including without limitation all restaurants, 
cocktail lounges, room service facilities, and meeting and function rooms on 
hotel premises; provided any portion of a structure dedicated to such use is 
located at least one hundred (100) feet from the nearest residentially zoned 
districc. 


(g) Library; museum; 


(h) Hotel; motel. 


4h. Allowed Uses - Large Parcels: In addition to the foregoing uses, 
the following uses are permitted in HM-I Districts on premises with minimum 
lot area in excess of 200,000 square feet and conforming to the requirements 
of Section I11-B(5) hereinafter set forth provided a Special Permit is ob- 
tained from the Board of Appeals acting as a special permit granting authority 
in accordance with Section VI-E-2: 


(a) Indoor and/or outdoor amusement or recreational uses, excluding 
outdoor movie theatres, provided that any portion of a structure dedicated to 
such uses is located at least one hundred (100) feet from the nearest resi- 
dentially zoned district and that golf shall be by natural Jight only; 


(b) Private landing area to be used solely for the landing, taking 
off and storage of helicopters. 


5. Intensity Regulations - Large Parcel Uses: Where uses exist or are 


proposed which are permitted by Sections I11-B(3) or II1-B(4) hereof, the 


following intensity regulations shall apply in lieu of the intensity regula- 
tions set forth in Section IV-B. (Where no such uses exist, the applicable 
intensity regulations of Section IV-B shall apply. Furthermore, the general 
requirements of Section IV-A of these By-Laws shall apply. 


(a) Minimum lot area: 200,000 square feet. 
(b) Minimum continuous frontage: 200 feet. 
(c) Minimum depth: 200 feet. 


(d) Minimum front yard: 85 feet (excluding staircases, ramps and 
other facilities required by law for the safe use of the structure). 
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(e) Minimum side yard and rear yard: Where side yards or rear 
yards abut premises used for residential purposes, such yards shall maintain 
the following depth along said boundaries: one and one-half (1-1/2) times 
the height of the structure located adjacent to said side yard or rear yard 
but not less than fifty (50) feet. Where said yard or yards do not abut such 
residentially used premises, such side yards and/or rear yards shall be fifty 
(50) feet in width. There shall be excluded from the computation of side and 
rear yard depth, protrusions for staircases, ramps, and other facilities re- 
quired by law for the safe use of the structure. 


(f) Maximum building coverage: 50% including accessory buildings. 
(g) Maximum height of buildings: 75 feet. 


(h) Open space requirement per lot: A strip of landscaped open 
space at least four (4) feet in width shall be maintained at all side lot 
lines and rear lot lines. Along those portions of lot lines that abut resi- 
dentially zoned districts, there shall be created and maintained a strip of 
landscaped open space of at least twenty (20) feet in width (including the 
foregoing strip) for any lot whose area is more than five (5) acres but less 
than ten (10) acres, with ten (10) additional feet of width for each additional 
five (5) acres of lot area, but in no event shall it be required that any such 
open space be more than fifty (50) feet in width. Moreover, it shall not be 
required that any such open space be wider than the width of the respective 
existing side, rear or front yard of the premises, as the case may be, so long 
as such yard conforms with the requirements of these By-laws. All such land- 
Scaped open spaces may be interrupted for pedestrian, vehicular and utility 
installation and access. All landscaping shall be constructed and maintained 
as provided in Section IV-B(x) of these By-Laws. No additional buffers shall 
be required under this Section at property lines at which the requirements of 
these By-Laws for landscaping adjacent to rights-of-way are satisfied. 


(i) Structures in existence January 1, 1979: Notwithstanding the 
foregoing requirements, structures in existence on January 1, 1979, and im- 
provements thereto such as the addition of access and egress facilities, 
addition of new building facades and the addition of structural supports,shal] 
be deemed to satisfy the requirements of (d), (e) and (g) of this subsection. 
In addition, any structure in existence on January 1, 1979 may be altered and 
improved to a height in excess of seventy-five (75) feet so long as such alter- 
ation and improvement does not exceed the height of the highest portion of 
that structure in existence on January 1, 1979". 


5. To amend the table in Section IV-B of the Zoning By-Laws (''Intensity 
Regulations by Zoning District'') by inserting after the word, "IN-II'' in 
the first column, the words, ''and HM-I''; and to amend Section IV-B of the 
Zoning By-Laws (''Footnotes to Intensity Regulations'') by inserting in Para- 
graph (b) after the words, "Industrial (IN-I1)'! the words, ''and Highway Mixed 
Use - | (HM-I)!'. 


6. To amend Section V-D(10) of the Zoning By-Laws ("'Entrance and Exit 
Driveways'') by inserting in Paragraph (b) thereof after the words ''Industrial 
II'', the words, ''Highway Mixed Use - I''. 


7. To amend Section V-D(16) of the Zoning By-Laws ("Off Street Parking 
and Loading Requirements - Landscaping Adjacent to Right-of-Way'') by inserting 
in the first paragraph thereof after the words, ''Commercial I! and Industrial 
I I'', the words, ''and Highway Mixed Use - I''. 
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8. To amend Section V-H-D-3 of the Zoning By-Laws (''Signs and Advertis- 
ing Devices - Commercial Two (CII), Industrial One (INI) and Industrial Two 
(IN I1)!') by deleting the title and first nine words of the said section and 
Substituting therefor the following text: 


"3. Commercial Two (C-I1), Industrial One (IN-I), Industrial 
Two (IN-I1), and Highway Mixed Use - I (HM-I). 


In Commercial Two, Industrial One, Industrial Two and 
Highway Mixed Use - | areas''. 


9. To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-Laws (''Administration'') by in- 
serting the following text after Section VI-D as a new Section VI-DD: 


"VI-DD SITE PLAN REVIEW 


Pe TP ULpOSe. aidan trCell Gs 
The purpose of the site plan review procedure hereby 


established is to protect the safety, public health, convenience and general 
welfare of the inhabitants of the Town by providing a comprehensive review 

of plans for those uses and structures which have a substantial impact upon 
the character of the Town and upon traffic, utilities and property values 
therein. Specific factors to be considered are the placement of buildings 

and utilities, surface and groundwater drainage, water supply, parking, 
loading, landscaping, lighting, dust and noise control, access to the develop- 
ment, acceptable sanitary conditions and the proper provision for open areas. 
The site plan review procedure is intended to insure compliance with all 
applicable By-Laws and statutes. It is also designed to assist those wishing 
to build major projects within the Town by providing them with the necessary 
information about all of the Town's requirements affecting their project prior 
to the start of any construction or the issuance of any permits. It is the 
intent of the site plan review procedure that any Final Site Plan filed with 
the Planning Board shall receive the approval of such Board if said Plan con- 
forms to the standards established herein and to the reasonable rules and re- 
gulations of the Planning Board made in conformity with these By-laws. 


2. General Requirements: 


a. Applicability: All uses permitted by Section I11-B(3) or 
Section II11-B(4) hereof, except those involving only the use of structures in 
existence on January 1, 1979 together with any alterations and extensions 
thereto which do not increase the ground coverage of all buildings on the 
premises by more than 5%, shall be subject to the site plan review procedure 
described herein. No person shall undertake such use or alteration unless he 
has first submitted to the Planning Board for its approval a Final Site Plan 
of such proposed use or alteration. Once approved such Plan shall not be 
changed in any material respect without being amended or modified in the same 
manner as provided for obtaining initial approval. No building or use permit 
shall be issued by the Building Inspector for any use subject to this site 
plan review procedure, and no construction or site preparation shall be 
Started, until a decision of the Planning Board approving the Final Site Plan 
has been filed with the Town Clerk. 


b. Certificate of Occupancy & Designer's Certification: No certi- 


ficate of occupancy shall be issued for any structure or parcel subject to a 
site plan review procedure unless it, and all its related facilities, sub- 
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stantially conform to the approved Final Site Plan. The applicant shall sub- 
mit to the Building Inspector written certification from a professional 
engineer, architect or landscape architect, preferably the one who prepared 
the Final Site Plan, that the work has been completed substantially in accord 
with the approved Final Site Plan. The Building Inspector shall deny the 
issuance of a certificate of occupancy if a professional engineer's, architect's 
or landscape architect's certification is not so provided. 


c. Start of Construction: Construction on a site must be 
started within one year from the date of Final Site Plan approval. Approval 
of a Final Site Plan may be extended for one additional year at the discre- 
tion of the Planning Board after receipt of a written request from the 
Owner or his designated agent and for good cause shown, If one year has 
elapsed from the date of approval and no extension has been granted, or if 
SO granted then at the end of such one year extension no construction has 
been started, the Final Site Plan approval shall become null and void, with- 
out requiring any further action by the Planning Board. 


3. Procedure: 


The Planning Board shall adopt such rules and regulations for 
carrying out its duties under this Section DD as a special permit granting 
authority in accordance with Section 9 of General Laws Chapter 40A, these 
By-laws, and the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
Planning Board may in any particular case, where such action is allowed by 
law, in the public interest and not inconsistent with the purpose and intent 
of this site plan review procedure, waive strict compliance with its rules 
and regulations. The Planning Board may provide for a schedule of examination 
fees in connection with the site plan review procedure herein provided. 


a. Submission of Plans; Notice and Hearing: Although pre- 
liminary plans may be discussed informally with the Planning Board, only one 
plan submission is required. An application for Final Site Plan approval 
shall be made by filing an application with the Planning Board; the applicant 
shall also file a copy of such application with the Town Clerk. 


b. Approval and Disapproval; Notice and Hearing: Before 
approval, approval subject to conditions or disapproval of a Final Site Plan 
is given, a public hearing shall be held by the Planning Board in the manner 
set forth in General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 11. The Planning Board shall 
file its decision with the Town Clerk and shall send notice of such action 
by registered or certified mail, postage prepaid, to the applicant. In the 
event of disapproval, the Planning Board shall state in detail wherein the 
plan does not conform with legal requirements. Reconsideration of applications 
and withdrawal of applications shall be in accordance with General Laws Chapter 
LOA, Section 16. 


c. Failure to Act: Failure of the Planning Board to take final 
action upon an application for site plan review within ninety days following 
a public hearing shall be deemed to be approval of such application. 


d. Right of Appeal: Any person aggrieved by a decision of the 
Planning Board may appeal to the Superior Court or to the Land Court in 
accordance with General Laws Chapter 40A, Section II. 


4. Criteria for Approval: 


In considering a Final Site Plan for approval, the Planning 
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Board shall assure that the following criteria are met: 


a. Compliance with all provisions of the Zoning By-laws: 


b. Protection of adjoining premises against seriously de- 
trimental or offensive uses on the site; 


c. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian move- 
ment on the site and in relation to adjacent streets, and properties, and for 
the location of driveway openings in relation to street traffic; 


d. Adequacy of the methods of disposal of wastes; 


e. Protection of significant features on the site and in ad- 
jacent areas insofar as consistent with the purposes of these By-laws. 


5. Standards" for Site Flare 


The following performance standards shall be utilized by the 
Planning Board in addition to any specific standards prescribed elsewhere in 
these By-laws or in the Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board, in re- 
viewing all site plans. These standards are intended to provide guidance to 
the applicant in the preparation of his plans as well as guidelines for re- 
view. These standards shall not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They 
are not intended to discourage creativity, invention and innovation. . However, 
the issues and concerns which they represent must be addressed to the satis~ 
faction of the Planning Board in the Final Site Plan. 


a. Preservation of Landscape: The landscape shall be pre- 
served in its natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing tree and 
soil removal, and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the general 
appearance of the neighboring developed areas. Where tree coverage does not 
exist or has been removed, new planting may be required. Finish site con- 
tours shall depart only minimally from the character of the natural site and 
surrounding properties. 


b. Relation of Buildings to Environment: Proposed develop- 
ment shall be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, scale and 
Siting of existing buildings in the vicinity that have functional or visual 
relationship to the proposed buildings. All buildings and other structures 
shall be sited to minimize disruption of the topography. Strict attention 
shall be given to proper functional, visual, and spatial relationship of all 
structures, landscape elements, and paved areas. 


c. Open Space: All open space (landscaped and usable) shal] 
be so designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by maximiz- 
ing its visibility to persons passing the site or overlooking it from nearby 
properties. 


d. Circulation: with respect to vehicular and pedestrian cir- 
culation, including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives and parking, special 
attention shall be given to location and number of access points to the 
public streets (especially in relation to existing traffic controls), width 
of interior drives and access points, general interior circulation, separation 
of pedestrian and vehicular traffic, access to community facilities, and 
arrangement of parking areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as 
practicable, do not detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings 
and structures and the neighboring properties. 
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e. Surface Water Dratnage: Special attention shall be given 
to proper site surface drainage so that removal of surface waters will not 
adversely affect neighboring properties or the public storm drainage system, 
nor obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian traffic, and will not create 
puddles in the paved areas. All surface water drained from roofs, streets, 
parking lots and other site features shall be disposed of in a safe and 
efficient manner which shall not create problems of water run off or erosion 
on the site in question or on other sites. Insofar as possible natural drain- 
age courses, swales properly stabilized with plant materials or paving when 
necessary, and drainage impounding areas, shall be utilized to dispose of 
water on the site through natural percolation to a degree equivalent to that 
prior to development. 


f. Utilities: The placement of electric, telephone and other 
utility lines and equipment, such as water, sewer or gas, shall be underground; 
and coordinated whenever possible. The proposed method of sanitary sewage 
disposal and solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be indicated pre- 
cisely on the plans. 


g. Advertising: All signs and advertising devices shall be 
in conformance with Section V-H of these By-laws. All signs and outdoor ad- 
vertising features shall be reviewed as an integral element in the design and 
planning of all development on the site. 


h. Other Site Features: Exposed storage areas, exposed 
machinery installations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility build- 
ings and structures, and similar accessory areas and structures shall be sub- 
ject to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screening methods as shall be 
reasonably required to prevent their being a hazard or being visually incon- 
gruous with the existing or contemplated environment and the surrounding pro- 
perties. 


i. Safety: With respect to personal safety, all open and en- 
closed spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation and maximize 
accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency personal and equipment. 


6. Certificate of Completion: 


A Certificate of Occupancy, issued by the Building Inspector 
for any activity requiring site plan approval shall constitute a certificate 
that such construction was performed and completed in compliance with an 
approved Final Site Plan and such Certifications shall be conclusive for al] 
purposes. 


10. To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-Laws (''Administration'') by in- 
serting the following text after Section VI-E as a new Section VI-EE: 


"WVI-EE. PLANNING BOARD AS SPECIAL PERMIT GRANTING AUTHORITY. 


There shall be a Special Permit Granting Authority consisting of the 
five (5) members of the Planning Board. The Chairman, Vice Chairman and Clerk 
of the Planning Board shall serve in a similar capacity with respect to its 
activities under this section. The Planning Board acting as a Special Permit 
Granting Authority shall adopt rules, not inconsistent with the provisions of 
these By-laws and Chapter 40A of the General Laws for the conduct of its 
business hereunder. 
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1. Powers: The Planning Board as a Special Permit Granting Authority 
may hear and decide applications for site plan approvals," 


The respective portions of this Article shall be severable, and may be 
adopted in whole or in part by the Town. Should any section or provision of 
this Article not be duly approved by the Town, or if the same should thereafter 
not be approved by the Attorney General or be ruled invalid, the remaining 
sections and provisions shall nonetheless continue in full force and effect. 


The foregoing amendment to the Zoning By-Laws approved by the Attorney General 
on April 4, 1979.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING #1 1979 
Planning Board Report on Article 1 


On February 22, 1979 the Natick Planning Board held a public hearing on Article 
1 of the Warrant for Special Town Meeting #1 of 1979 which hearing was adver- 
tised in the Natick Bulletin on February 7 and February 14, 1979. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning Board recommends favorable action upon Article |. 


COMMENTS: 


Article | creates a new Highway Mixed Use-I District and Article 2 would re- 
zone the Carling and St. Germaine (commonly known as ''Westarknit'') properties 
into that HM-! District. This package differs from the concept outlined by 
the Planning Board only in that it does not include multi-family residential 
uses and it makes specific provisions to protect the existing Industrial-I|I 
zoning rights of those properties. The Planning Board recommends favorable 
action on these articles which represents an effective means of increasing the 
Town's tax base in an area well suited to such large scale uses.

Planning Board Report on Article 2 


On February 22, 1979 the Natick Planning Board held a public hearing on Article 
2 of the Warrant for Special Town Meeting #1 of 1979 which hearing was adver- 
tised in the Natick Bulletin on February 7 and February 14, 1979. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning Board recommends favorable action upon Article 2. 
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ARTICLE 2 (continued) 
COMMENTS: 


Article 1 creates a new Highway Mixed Use-1 District and Article 2 would 
rezone the Carling and St. Germaine (commonly known as ''Westarknit'') properties 
into that HM-I District. This package differs from the concept outlined by 
the Planning Board only in that it does not include multi-family residential 
uses and it makes specific provisions to protect the existing Industrial-I| 
zoning rights of those properties.

Approval of a 
Final Site Plan may be extended for one additional year at the discretion 
of the Planning Board after receipt of a written request from the owner or 
his designated agent and for good cause shown. If one year has elapsed 
from the date of approval and no extension has been granted, or if so grant- 
ed then at the end of such one year-extension no construction has been 
Started, the Final Site Plan approval shall become null and void, without 
requiring any further action by the Planning Board. 


oie Procedure: 


The Planning Board shall adopt such rules and regulations for 
carrying out its duties under this Section DD as a special permit granting 
authority in accordance with Section 9 of General Laws Chapter 40A, these 
By-laws, and the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
Planning Board may in any particular case, where such action is allowed by 
law, in the public interest and not inconsistent with the purpose and in- 
tent of this site plan review procedure, waive strict compliance with its 
rules and regulations.

g. Advertising: All signs and advertising devices shall be in 
conformance with Section V-H of these By-laws.

h. Other Site Features: Exposed storage areas, exposed machinery 
installations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings and

Special permit granting authority in accordance with Section VI-E-2: 


Uses marked ''A'' in Commercial I! (C-I!) and Residential 
Multiple (RM) Districts, except however uses numbered 
31, 32, 38 and 53 of the Use Regulation Schedule. 


4. Intensity Regulations - Small Parcel Uses: Uses permitted within 
"small parcels'' as defined in Section I!1-C-1. hereof shall conform to Section 
IV Intensity Regulations of The Zoning By-Law for the Zoning district in which 
said parcel was located immediately prior to rezoning to an HM-I1 District. 


5. Intensity Regulations - Large Parcel Uses: Where uses exist or are 
proposed which are permitted by Sections I11-C(2) or I11-C(3) hereof, the 
following intensity regulations shall apply in lieu of the intensity regula- 
tions set forth in Section IV-B. Furthermore, the general requirements of 
Section IV-A of these By-laws shall apply. 


(a) 
(b) Minimum continuous frontage: 200 feet 
(c) 


(d) Minimum front yard: 85 feet (excluding staircases, ramps and 
other facilities required by law for the safe use of the structure). 


Minimum lot area: 200,000 square feet. 


Minimum depth: 200 feet. 


(e) Minimum side yard and rear yard: Where side yards or rear yards 
abut premises used for residential purposes such yards shall maintain the 
the following depth along said boundaries: one and one-half (1-1/2) times 
the height of the structure located adjacent to said side yard or rear yard 
but not less than fifty (50) feet. Where said yard or yards do not abut 
such residentially used premises, such side yards and/or rear yards shall be 
fifty (50) feet in width. There shall be excluded from the computation of 
Side and rear yard depth, protrusions for staircases, ramps, and other 
facilities required by law for the safe use of the structure. 


(Ff) = Maximum building coverage: 50% including accessory buildings. 
(g) Maximum height of buildings: 75 feet. 


(h) Open space requirement per lot: A strip of landscaped open 


Space at least four (4) feet in width shall be maintained at all side lot 


lines and rear lot lines. Along those portions of lot lines that abut 
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residentially zoned districts, there shall be created and maintained a strip 
of landscaped open space of a least twenty (20) feet in width (including the 
foregoing strip) for any lot whose area is more than five (5) acres but less 
than ten (10) acres, with ten (10) additional feet of width for each addi- 

tional five (5) acres of lot area, but in no event shall it be required that 


any such open space be more than fifty (50) feet in width, Moreover, it 
shall not be required that any such open space be wider than the width of 
the respective existing side, rear or front yard of the premises, as the 
case may be, so long as such yard conforms with the requirements of these 
By-laws. All such landscaped open spaces may be interrupted for pedestrian, 
vehicular and utility installation and access. All landscaping shall be 
constructed and maintained as provided in Section IV-B(x) of these By-Laws. 
No additional buffers shall be required under this Section at property lines 
at which the requirements of these By-Laws for landscaping adjacent to 
rights-of-way are satisfied. 


(i) Structures in existence January 1, 1979: Notwithstanding the 
foregoing requirements, structures in existance on January 1, 1979, and 
improvements thereto such as the addition of access and egress facilities, 
addition of new building facades and the addition of structural supports, 
shall be deemed to satisfy the requirements of (d), (e) and (g) of this 
subsection. In addition, any structure in existence on January 1, 1979 may 
be altered and improved to a height in excess of seventy-five (75) feet so 
long as such alteration and improvement does not exceed the height of the 
highest portion of that structure in existence on January 1, 1979.

(9) To amend Section V-H-D-3 of the Zoning By-Law by amending the title 
and the first paragraph of the said section by inserting in said title and the 
first line thereunder the words, ''Highway Mixed Use - II''. 


(10) To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-Laws (''Administration'') by in- 
serting the following text after Section VI-D as a new Section VI-DDD: 


"VI-DDD SITE PLAN REVIEW 


1. Purpose and Intent: 
The purpose of the site plan review procedure hereby 
established is to protect the safety, public health, convenience and 
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general welfare of the inhabitants of the Town by providing a compre- 
hensive review of plans for those uses and structures which have a 
substantial impact upon the character of the Town and upon traffic, 
utilities and property values therein. Specific factors to be consid- 
ered are the placement of buildings and utilities, surface and ground- 
water drainage, water supply, parking, loading, landscaping, lighting, 
dust and noise control, access to the development, acceptable sani- 
tary conditions and the proper provision for open areas. The site 
plan review procedure is intended to insure compliance with all 
applicable bylaws and statutes. It is also designed to assist those 
wishing to build major projects within the Town by providing them 
with the necessary information about all of the Town's requirements 
affecting their project prior to the start of any construction or the 
issuance of any permits. It is the intent of the site plan review 
procedure that any Final Site Plan filed with the Planning Board shall 
receive the approval of such Board if said Plan conforms to the 
standards established herein and to the reasonable rules and regula- 
tions of the Planning Board made in conformity with these By-Laws. 


2. General Requirements: 


a. Applicability: All uses permitted by Section I11-C.2. 
or Section I11-C.3. hereof, except those involving only the use of 
structures in existence on January 1, 1979 together with any altera- 
tions and extensions thereto which do not increase the ground coverage 
of all buildings on the premises by more than 5%, shall be subject to 
the site plan review procedure described herein. No person shall 
undertake such use or alteration unless he has first submitted to the 
Planning Board for its approval a Final Site Plan of such proposed use 
or alteration. Once approved such Plan shall not be changed in any 
material respect without being amended or modified in the same manner 
as provided for obtaining initial approval. No building or use permit 
shall be issued by the Building Inspector for any use subject to this 
site plan review procedure, and no construction or site preparation 
shall be started, until a decision of the Planning Board approving the 
Final Site Plan has been filed with the Town Clerk. 


b. Certificate of Occupancy & Designer's Certification: 
No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for any structure or 
parcel subject to a site plan review procedure unless it, and all its 
related facilities, substantially conform to the approved Final Site 
Plan. The applicant shall submit to the Building Inspector written 
certification from a professional engineer, architect, or landscape 
architect, preferably the one who prepared the Final Site Plan, that 
the work has been completed substantially in accord with the approved 
Final Site Plan. The Building Inspector shall deny the issuance of a 
certificate of occupancy if a professional engineer's, architect's or 
landscape architect's certification is not so provided. 


c. Start of Construction: Construction on a site must be 
Started within one year from the date of Final Site Plan approval. 
Approval of a Final Site Plan may be extended for one additional year 
at the discretion of the Planning Board after receipt of a written 
request from the owner or his designated agent and for good cause 
shown. If one year has elapsed from the date of approval and no 
extension has been granted, or if so granted then at the end of such 
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one year extension no construction has been started, the Final Site 
Plan approval shall become null and void, without requiring any fur- 
ther action by the Planning Board. 


3. Procedure: 


The Planning Board shall adopt such rules and regulations 
for carrying out its duties under this Section DD as a special permit 
granting authority in accordance with Section 9 of General Laws 
Chapter 40A, these By-Laws, and the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. The Planning Board may in any particular case, 
where such action is allowed by law, in the public interest and not 
inconsistent with the purpose and intent of this site plan review 
procedure, waive strict compliance with its rules and regulations. 
The Planning Board may provide for a schedule of examination fees in 
connection with the site plan review procedure herein provided. 


a. Submission of Plans: Notice and Hearing: Although 
preliminary plans may be discussed informally with the Planning Board, 
only one plan submission is required. An application for Final Site 
Plan approval shall be made by filing an application with the Plan- 
ning Board; the applicant shall also file a copy of such application 
with the Town Clerk. 


b. Approval and Disapproval; Notice and Hearing: Be- 
fore approval, approval subject to conditions of disapproval of a 
Final Site Plan is given, a public hearing shall be held by the 
Planning Board in the manner set forth in General Laws Chapter 40A, 
Section I1. The Planning Board shall file its decision with the Town 
Clerk and shall send notice of such action by registered or certified 
mail, postage prepaid, to the applicant. In the event of disapproval, 
the Planning Board shall state in detail wherein the plan does not 
conform with legal requirements. Reconsideration of applications and 
withdrawal of applications shall be in accordance with General Laws 
Chapter 40A, Section 16. 


c. Failure to Act: Failure of the Planning Board to 
take final action upon an application for site plan review within 
ninety days following a public hearing shall be deemed to be approval 
of such application. 


d. Right of Appeal: Any person aggrieved by a decision 
of the Planning Board may appeal to the Superior Court or to the Land 
Court in accordance with General Laws Chapter 40A, Section II. 


4. Criteria for Approval: 


In considering a Final Site Plan for approval, the Plan- 
ning Board shall assure that the following criteria are met: 


a. Compliance with all provisions of the zoning Bylaws; 

b. Protection of adjoining premises against seriously 
detrimental or offensive uses on the site; 

c. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian 
movement on the site and in relation to adjacent streets, and proper- 
ties, and for the location of driveway openings in relation to street 
tratnic: 

d. Adequacy of the methods of disposal of wastes; 

e. Protection of significant features on the site and in 
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adjacent areas insofar as consistent with the purposes of these By- 
Laws. 


5.. Standards. for Site. Plan: 


The following performance standards shall be utilized by 
the Planning Board in addition to any specific standards prescribed 
elsewhere in these By-Laws or in the Rules and Regulations of the 
Planning Board, in reviewing all site plans. These standards are 
intended to provide guidance to the applicant in the preparation of 
his plans as well as guidelines for review. These standards shal] 
not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They are not intended to 
discourage creativity, invention and innovation. However, the issues 
and concerns which they represent must be addressed to the satisfac- 
tion of the Planning Board in the Final Site Plan. 


a. Preservation of Landscape: The landscape shall be 
preserved in its natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing 
tree and soil removal, and any grade changes shall be in keeping with 
the general appearance of the neighboring developed areas. Where 
tree coverage does not exist or has been removed, new planting may be 
required. Finish site contours shall depart only minimally from the 
character of the natural site and surrounding properties. 


b. Relation of Buildings to Environment: Proposed devel- 
opment shall be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, 
scale and siting of existing buildings in the vicinity that have 
functional or visual relationship to the proposed buildings. All 
buildings and other structures shall be sited to minimize disruption 
of the topography. Strict attention shall be given to proper func- 
tional, visual, and spatial relationship of all structures, landscape 
elements, and paved areas. 


c. Open Space: All open space (landscaped and usable) 
shall be so designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicin- 
ity by maximizing its visibility to persons passing the site or over- 
looking it from nearby properties. 


d. Circulation: With respect to vehicular and pedes- 
trian circulation, including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives 
and parking, special attention shall be given to location and number 
of access points to the public streets (especially in relation to ex- 
isting traffic controls, width of interior drives and access points, 
general interior circulation, separation of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic, access to community facilities, and arrangement of parking 
areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as practicable, do 
not detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings and 
structures and the neighboring properties. 


e. Surface Water Drainage: Special attention shal]! be 
given to proper site surface drainage so that removal of surface 
waters will not adversely affect neighboring properties or the public 
storm drainage system, nor obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedes- 
trian traffic, and will not create puddles in the paved areas. All 
surface water drained from roofs, streets, parking lots and other 
site features shall be disposed of in a safe and efficient manner 
which shall not create problems of water run-off or erosion on the 
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on the site in question or on other sites. Insofar as possible natur- 
al drainage courses, swales properly stablilized with plant materials 
or paving when necessary, and drainage impounding areas, shall be 
utilized to dispose of water on the site through natural percolation 
to a degree equivalent to that prior to development. 


f. Utilities: The placement of electric, telephone and 
other utility lines and equipment, such as water, sewer or gas, shall 
be underground; and coordinated whenever possible. The proposed 
method of sanitary sewage disposal and solid waste disposal from all 
buildings shall be indicated precisely on the plans. 


g. Advertising: All signs and advertising devices shall 
be in conformance with Section V-H of these Bylaws. All signs and 
outdoor advertising features shall be reviewed as an intergral element 
in the design and planning of all development on the site. 


h. Other Site Features: Exposed storage areas, exposed 
machinery installations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility 
buildings and structures, and similar accessory areas and structures 
shall be subject to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screening 
methods as shall be reasonably required to prevent their being a hazard 
or being visually incongruous with the existing or contemplated en- 
vironment and the surrounding properties. 


i. Safety. With respect to personal safety, all open and 
enclosed spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation 
and maximize accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency 
personnel and equipment. 


6. Certificate of Completion: 


A Certificate of Occupancy, issued by the Building 
Inspector for any activity requiring site plan approval shall consti- 
tute a certificate that such construction was performed and completed 
in compliance with an approved Final Site Plan and such Certifications 
shall be conclusive for all purposes.'"' 


(11) To amend Section VI of the Zoning By-Laws (''Administration'') by in- 
serting the following text after Section VI-E as a new Section VI-EEE: 


"VI-EEE. PLANNING BOARD AS SPECIAL PERMIT GRANTING AUTHORITY. 


There shall be a Special Permit Granting Authority con- 
sisting of the five (5) members of the Planning Board. The 
Chairman, Vice Chairman and Clerk of the Planning Board shall 
serve in a similar capacity with respect to its activities 
under this section. The Planning Board acting as a Special 
Permit Granting Authority shall adopt rules, not inconsistant 
with the provisions of these By-Laws and Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws for the conduct of its business hereunder. 


1 - Powers: The Planning Board as a Special Permit 
Granting Authority may hear and decide applications for site 
plan approvals.'! 


(12) Or otherwise act thereon. 
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ARTICLE 3 (continued) 


The respective portions of this Article shall be severable, and may be 
adopted in whole or in part by the Town. Should any section or provision of 
this Article not be duly approved by the Town, or if the same should there- 
after not be approved by the Attorney-General or be ruled invalid, the 
remaining sections and provisions shall nonetheless continue in full force 
and effect.

f. avoidance of access via existing minor street servicing single 
family homes, especially where town houses are sited. 


Whe Requirements: 
A Town House Cluster Development must conform to the following: 


a. Number of Dwelling Units: The maximum number of dwelling units 
shall equal the Net Usable Land Area within the parcel to be used for the 
Town House Cluster Development in accordance with this Section II11-C divided 
by 15,000, rounded to the nearest whole number. Net Usable Land Area as used 
herein shall mean sixty-five (65%) percent of the area remaining after sub- 
tracting the areas of any bodies of water, wetland, or land lying within the 
100 year flood elevation from the gross area of the parcel to be used for 
residential use and open space. The floodplain and wetlands maps and aerial 
surveys adopted as official maps by the Planning Board from time to time shal] 
be used to determine areas of water, 100 year floodplain elevations and wetland 
boundaries. 


Bt Intensity Regulations: 


a. No building or parking shall be located closer than fifty (50') 
feet from the boundaries of the Overall Development Plan unless appropriate 
protective screening and buffer areas as approved by the Planning Board have 
been provided. 


b. No construction shall take place within the 100 year flood ele- 
vation except in conformity with the requirements and procedures established 
by the Town for such areas pursuant to the National Flood Insurance Program 
(42 USC 4001-4128) and the Regulations of the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development issued thereunder. 


c. Maximum height of any building shall not exceed 35 feet above 
mean grade. 


d. Maximum percent of building coverage shall be 10%. 


e. All buildings shall be separated from other buildings by a dis- 
tance of 10 feet or 10% of the length of the shorter of the adjacent building 
involved, whichever is greater. 


9% Preserved Open Space: 


The preserved open space shall comprise not less than thirty (30%) 
percent of the total land area of the parcel for which there is an Overall 
Development Plan. At least eighty (80%) percent of the dwelling units shal] 
abut or be within three hundred (300') feet of the Preserved Open Space and 
have access via a public way or easement for a distance of no more than one 
hundred (100') feet to such Preserved Open Space. At least fifty (50%) per- 
cent of the Preserved Open Space shall not be wetlands or land subject to 
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seasonal or periodic flooding unless a higher percentage is specifically 
approved by the Planning Board. The Special Permit authorizing the Town House 
Cluster Development shall further provide that the Preserved Open Space shal] 
be conveyed to a corporation or trust owned, or to be owned, by the owners of 
the lots or residential units within the parcel for recreational and/or con- 
servation purposes, with each tot subject to a proportionate charge for its 
share of the reasonable and appropriate maintenance expenses. The Town shall 
be granted an easement or restriction over such parcel sufficient to ensure 
its perpetual reservation for conservation, recreation or park land.

Article 1: Recommend Favorable Action 


This article will allow the alternative of a townhouse cluster development on 


parcels which are 40 acres or more located in a RSA zoning district. It has 
evolved from specific desires expressed by residents that needed open space 
be protected, particularly in developed areas of Town. In the case of the 


Natick Country Club property, this article would allow the development of 
74 townhouses clustered on approximately 5 acres with the balance of the land 
being restricted as conservation, recreation or park land. 


In addition to the 40 acre minimum lot required, there are several other re- 
quirements which should be noted: 


- the number of units allowed in a townhouse cluster is slightly less 
than could be developed under a conventional subdivision for single 
family homes, 


- the height of the housing units will be no greater than that allowed 
under existing RSA zoning, and 


- no buildings or parking will be allowed within 50 feet of any adjacent 
property as compared with the 12 foot side yard or 25 foot rear yard 
allowed under existing RSA zoning. 


The Planning Board will propose one amendment to this bylaw which would modify 
the procedures to make them more consistent with those of similar zoning pro- 
cedures recently approved by Town Meeting. The text of this proposed amend- 
ment is as follows: 


In section I11-C.5.c) Further Procedures,

PLANNING BOARD REPORT ON ARTICLE 9 


On October 11, 1979 the Natick Planning Board held a 

Public Hearing on Article 9 of the Warrant for the 

Special Town Meeting #6 of 1979, which was advertised 

in the Natick Bulletin on September 26 and October 3, 1979. 
In accordance with the Town By-Laws, copies of the Planning 
Board report were mailed to all Town Meeting Members. 


Recommend Favorable Action 


STM No. 1 in March 1979 established the Limited Commercial District 

and applied it to a small section of Rt. 135 near Speen Street (from 

the Fruit Peddler easterly to the VFW, but not including the VFW property) 
This action was taken at that time in order to provide a better solution 

to a less desirable zoning proposal which was included in the Warrant 

for ATM. As noted by the Planning Board in their report at that time, 

the Limited Commercial District has been specifically designed to address 
the problems and needs associated with strip commercial development such 

as that existing and likely to locate along Route 135. Since March the 

Board has continued to work on this zoning concept in order to provide the 
most flexibility and economic use to land owners while also insuring 
protection for existing residential areas and well planned projects for 

the Town. This is consistent with the Planning Board's policy to amend 

its zoning By-Laws in order to stimulate economic development and increase 
Natick's tax base in existing commercial or industrial areas which are 
suited for such development, while preserving existing residential areas. 
Article 9 will expand the land area along Route 135 which will be included 
in this zone. More important, Article 9 will take an area currently in four 
different zones along 135 and put it into a single zoning district with con- 
sistent regulations designed with the area in mind.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT ON ARTICLE 10

1. To insure that existing business now permitted within the downtown

As we approach 1980, there are new circumstances and con- 
ditions affecting the downtown which suggest that the Town should adjust its 
zoning to do more than simply mirror existing uses and go beyond that to 
encourage new uses and development in the Town Center. For example, by allow- 
ing housing in this area, the Town will provide the new housing opportunity 
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which is centrally located near stores, transportation and municipal services. 
Such locating would be ideal for elderly and young people without families. 

At the same time, increasing the resident population that is within walking 
distance of the downtown business strengthens the market which those businesses 
can serve. The most sensitive point regarding any new development in the 
downtown is still, however, parking. It is because of the need for careful 
review of this aspect of the development, that many of ‘the uses in Article 10 
are allowed only after a special permit has been granted by the Planning Board. 
Article 11 is the map change article which accompanies the text change of 
Article 10. It should be specifically noted, however, that while Area A as 
described simply replaces the existing Commercial | area with Downtown Mixed 
Use, Area B would rezone the Town owned property at 1/7 West Central Street

PLANNING BOARD REPORT ON ARTICLE 12 


As part of the Town Meeting vote in April 1975 to participate in the National 
Flood Insurance Program, the Town agreed to implement flood plain management 
measures within specified flood hazard areas in the Town. As its part of the 
program, the Federal Insurance Administration (F.1.A.) has completed detailed 
Studies on areas of flood hazard within the Town and has now allowed the Town 
until February 1, 1980 to implement controls on these areas. The affected 
areas have been identified on maps produced by the F.1.A. and this data has 
been supplemented by detailed mapping prepared under the Town's Drainage 
Study authorized by Town Meeting. The purpose of this article is to make the 
necessary amendments to the Town's existing flood Plain zoning to comply with 
the Flood Insurance Program and to expand it to include all areas within the 
100 year flood plain. It is important to note that these changes will not 
affect existing structures as they now exist unless major expansion is in- 
volved into the flood plain. Its purpose is to control and require special 
construction measures in the case of new development in this area in order 

to reduce the likely damage or risk from flooding. Even more important, is 
the fact that if the Town loses its eligibility for this program it could 
have a serious impact on existing properties within these flood hazard areas 
by making it extremely difficult, if not impossible, to obtain normal finan- 
cing, such as a mortgage, on the affected property.

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ACCOUNTING DEPARTMENT 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal 
period July 1, 1978 to June 30, 1979, inclusive. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Depart- 
ments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal requirements before 
being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, which were presented 
on 543 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $ 79,421,987.17. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1978 ito. June 30% 91979, inclusive, wexe 
$ 75,900,705.01. The cash balance on hand June 30, 1979 was $ 330,032.04 
plus invested cash of $ 4,014,530.95 for a total of $ 4,344,562.99 which is a 
decrease of $ 543,461.85 over the balance on hand at the end of the previous 
fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State approved 
forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with the expenditure 
of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item expended in 1978-1979, appropriated for 1978-1979 and 
requested for 1979-1980. Copies of each budget were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances, exclusive of Sewer, Water and Parking 
Meter, returned to the 1978-1979 Revenue Account amounted to $ 864,494.00 an 
increase of $ 123,810.93 over the prior year. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, notice 
was given to the Assessors of the total 1978 receipts except from taxes, 
loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source of such 
receipts was specified.
